Senators Have a Chance to 
Hear of Washington. 


The House Refuses to Change tile Date 


et Inauguration. 


Matters of Minor Import Discussed by 
the Legislators. 


Monday.—Among: 
the

m em orials pres nted and referred in the 
Senate today was one signed by th e gov­ 
ernors of M assachusetts, Ve m ontane! New 
H am pshire and tho d rectors of the Bon- 
ningion B attle Association, setting forth 
th e progress m ade in th e erection of a 
m onum ent and tho need of a further 
m oderate appropriation. 
Mr. Blair presented a num ber of petitions 
from the W om an's C hristian Tem perance 
Union in favor of prohibition and for tho 
better protection ot women. 
Among the bills introduced and referred 
w ere the following: 
By Mr. Hoar, in aid of the erection of a 
m onum ent 
to the memory of 
G eneral 
Joseph W arren, who fell at B unker H ll. 
The bill to incorporate the W ash ngton 
Cable Electric Railway Company of the Dis­ 
trict of Colum bia was taken from the cal­ 
endar for consideration,

quiring the rails to to of Am erican m anu­ 
facture! had bien leached, Mr. Edm unds 
suggested th a t th at was in opposition to the 
Presiden t message and at variance w ith a I 
th e principles of ti o adm inistration. It 
was also opposed by Mr. Vance as unusual 
in a bill of this olm va' ter and a I tog' thor ab­ 
surd. Mr. Edm unds, in order to have the 
votes of the senators placed on record on 
this direct tariff question, dem anded ti ie 
yeas and nays. The \ ole was taken and the 
am endm ent was adopted—peas 25. navs 17. 
The half-eom oleted bill was then laid as de 
inform ally. 
Mr. P alm er reported the hill for the 
establishm ent of a bureau of anim al indus­ 
try. Placed on th© calendar. 
T he Ital tie Flags. 
Tile speaker laid before the House today 
a volum inous report front the secretary of 
w ar in response to the Boutelle resolution 
calling for a Ii’story of the flags captured 
in the w ar of the relellion. 
The report 
quotes the resolution in full, and th en 
traces the history to the disposition of the 
captured Hags. Accom panying Hie rein rt 
are a num ber oi exhibits heretofore pub­ 
lished, including Its.' of recaptured Un on 
flags deliver' d by the W ar D erailm en t to 
State governors and others, of Confederate 
flags delivered to certa n p a1' ties on applica­ 
tion, tho lei ter ut the ad u t >nt general 
suggesting th e retu rn O'' the f lu e s w ith 
the President's approval. the P resident’s re- 
vooat.on. ami a de criptive list of the f l a g s 
rem aining in th e departm ent as far as they 
san bo identified. The secretary states th a t 
none of the flags have lie n out of ti e W ar 
D epartm ent during th e i re cut adm inistra­ 
tion, out that some were returned to tho 
cantors under ti e adm ii stratiou of Secre- 
tarv Stanton. The law ol 1814, the secre­ 
tary says. applies to the return of flag < ap- 
tured from foreign countries, and that there 
is nothing to authorize the retu rn of flags 
captured in the U nited States. 
W ould Aul Change In a u g u ra tio n Hay. 
Mr. Culberson of Texas, on behalf of the 
Committee i n udiciary, moved tosuspenu 
the rules and place upon its passage tho 
H oar joint resolution proposing a constitu­ 
tional amendment changing the date of in­ 
auguration day aud extending the terms of 
m em bers of Congress u ntil April BO. 
Mr. Collins ol M assachusetts supported 
th e m easure, the pruet cal eff ect of which, 
lie said, would be to e tend the .-bort s e - 
sion into a Ion gone* in which Hie necessaay 
business of t rn ountrv could be transai ted.

Mr. Lo< go of Mas a husetts thought the 
real lea on for the i henge was the tact th at 
it added rn) days to Hie session. Such an 
ex tens on w e Id be beneficial to the inter­ 
ests of tho re pie. and its indirect effect 
m ight be to shorten the long si salon by two 
of m e most disagreeable m onths of the 
year. 
Oilier m em bers spoke for or against tho 
proposition, and- Mr. Collin-! closed tho de­ 
bate iii its sn port. Ho uuoted ex-Speakcr 
W inthrop as be ing th e first pets n who had 
suggested by h s (nation upon tho com ple­ 
tion of the W ashington m onum ent tho 
change of the lnaug ration day. He re­ 
plied to w hat ho considered a slighting re­ 
noir c iii refer! nco to Mr. W m ilton, m ade 
by Air. Reed (to Hie effect th at Mr. W in­ 
throp was a distinguished memtH r of the 
H ouse—a long tim e ago); and declared th a t 
Mr. W intlnop w as just as live a m an in this 
generation s the g* ottom an from M aine; 
and that he (Mr. Coll us; would rather g ve 
heed to tho sayings of such a m an as the 
M assachusetts statesm an than Lie diverted 
by tho shallow persiflage of the m odern pol 
itic an.

Du m otion of Mr. E dm unds the bill to in­ 
come) ate the M aritim e Canal Coml any of 
N icaragua was taken ti- rn the calendar for 
consider, to n. and after debate by .Senators 
Hoar, E dm unds and Sherm an it w ent over 
w ithout action. 
The dependent pens on 
bill then earn • u d for discussion. Mr. Man 
derson add essed the .senate in advocacy of 
th e bill. He gave the history oi the bill 
th a t passed the House in the last Congress 
and w s vetoed by the President. It had 
passed tho House, he said, by a vote of 184 
to 70, and in the Senate not a voice had 
been rat ed. not a s ngle vote re orbed 
against it. It had failed to pass the House 
try the necessary tw o-thirds over the Presi­ 
dent s veto, the vote being 175 to : 25. 
He 
recalled these incidents, because he believed 
th at tlu-y allowed a state of fac ts w ithout 
precedent iii Hie history of the republic, 
th at were not likely to occur again. Ho 
spoke of the veto as a “destroying veto,” 
and as being “conched in words of con- 
dem nat on ana verbosity.” 
It had been 
claim ed by m ugw um p pacers, lie said, th t 
t e President was betfl r than Irs party, 
b lith e thorn lit th a t so fa r as appreciation 
of the sew eesof those who fought for Hie 
Union w sconcerne I ti e patty was much 
better t,inn its president. 
Mr. Turpie m ade an eloquent appeal in 
favor oi tho bill. as a m easure culctil t d to 
out the inuigent ex-soldiers in a position to 
en oy the calm w hich had followed tile 
storm , and t o peace w hich had succeeded 
the war. W ithout com ing to a vote on the 
bill. the Senate proceeded to executive 
business, and later adjourned till Monday. 
P i-o te c tin u S u b m a r in e Cables. 
Saturday.—The House passed the Senate 
bill to carry into effect the international 
convention of M ardi 14.1884, for the pro­ 
tection of subm arine cables. 
Mr. Maisli of Pennsylvania, from the 
com m ittee on elect o h s . presented the r f port 
of th at com m ittee in the contested election 
case of .McDuffie vs. Dnvidsi ii. Alabama, 
favorable to tho claim s ot Davidson, the 
sitting m em ber. He gave notice th at the 
case w ould be called up for consideration a 
week from nex t Mi inlay. 
Mr. Lodge of M assachusetts presented a 
m inority leport in favor of s ating McDuffie. 
Mr. Breckinridge of Arkansas, from Hie 
com m ittee on m anufactures, reported back 
the resolution calling upon Hie secretary of 
the treasury and the collector of New \ ork 
to investigate the sugar trust. He said th a t 
the com m ittee unanim ously recom m ended, 
in view of its own ,n m iry into tho subject, 
th a t the resolution be laid upon the table. 
Upon m otion < f Mr. M illiken of Ma ne. who 
in tr uuced tho resolution, it was allowed to 
go over u nt I Monday w ithout action. 
Mr. Springer reported adversely, from Hie 
com m ittee on territories, the bills for tile 
adm ission of N orth and South D akota as 
separate States, and Mr. Baker of New 
York presented m inority reports on the 
same m easure. 
The House then adjourned.

H ie sam e holds good 
when I find a ce rtain branch of fam i ng 
that has proved unprofitable. 
Investigate, 
a n i see if there is not som e way n w hich 
that i om uioi'ity can be increased w ith out 
mer 
Ring the co t or decreasing th e cost 
w ithout decreasing lire com m odity. Manu- 
fn luring conm an es th at are placed in th is 
dilem m a abut down, aw aitin g the revival 
of their business, aud It sc on conies because 
they work in harm ony and on business prin­ 
ciples. But the general farm er.w lieie is lie? 
Plodding along; lie neither shuts down nor 
•d o; cts new principles or m achinery. Farm ­ 
in g is a loyal trade when rightly conducted. 
The fields are b • ad foi profit aud in vestiga­ 
tion. 
The possibilities of th e farm are 
boundless 
in 
com par son 
w ith 
other 
branches of employ mi nt. 
But I m ust say som ething regarding w hat 
I have learned. 
I have learned th at th e 
oats crop th es no- pay. There are occa­ 
sional exceptions, but u sually th ey can be 
bought for less thrm th ey cost. 
In th e case 
of w heat I have learned th at more than 
h alf the ground sown to w heat is har­ 
vested at a loss, end a large quantity of th e 
rem ainder barely nays expenses.

P o t a to e s , Early a n d L ate. 
It is q u ite generally conceded th at early 
potatoes are m ore profitable than la te ones. 
jTbere is no question about th e m atter with 
Hi* gardener w ho w ishes to grow tw o crops 
in one season, and m ak ing early potatoes 
lucille first crop. Many fan n ers do not attem pt 
double cropping, hence it m atters little to 
ti em wi eth er th ey grow e a ilv or late varie­ 
ties, provided th e crop is equal in both cases. 
In fv vorn hie seasons, w hen there is sufficient 
ram during the period ut grow th. late varie­ 
tie s often give larger yield s than th e early 
sort-. 
A more or less protracted drought is 
i .kelv tp occur during Ju ly or A ugust.w inch 
m aterially checks tho grow th ana decreases 
th e yield cl late varieties, but th e early 
sorts, being ripe before th a t tim e, escape 
dam age 
lira s! ion cr th e season of any 
varie r the h as liablo it is to suffer from 
drought. The follow ing table gives a record 
of tho early and late varieties grown at th e 
station for three seasons. N one are included 
ti ai have not been grow n for th at length 
of lim o;

R a i s i n g C a lv e s f o r t h e D a ir y . 
T he choice of a pure-bred bull of som e 
acknow ledged dairy (breed and o f good 
character should be m ade, antrin three or 
four gem rations 
the progeny, if w ell se- 
lei ted, w ill p a r ta k e n th e good q u alities of 
th e pure breed. H alf-bred Jersey, G uernsey 
or A yrshire calves have been found equally 
valuab le for product w ith th e pure-bred 
ones. T he calf thus w ell bred m ust be w*ell 
feel aud trained. 
It is by no m eans n eces­ 
sary that th e calf should be fed upon fresh 
m ilk from th e cow. 
Cream and fat are not 
required for a calf inten ded for th e dairy, 
but a good fram e of bones covered w itli 
health fu l m uscular tissue. 
The e are w ell 
and fu lly supplied by skim m ed m ilk, and 
th e m ilk is w ell and fully digested when 
given warm and at a tem p eratu ie alm ost 
equal to that of th e stom ach. E igh ty degrees 
is a very g*eod tem perature for tho m ilk for 
a young calf. 
Au e x cellen t m ethod of feed­ 
ing a calf intended for th e dairy is as fol­ 
low s: H eifers only should be reared, as the 
cosi of fattening a m ale calf is greater than 
it- value for veal. and m ales can on ly be 
reared w hen th eir vain ) for breeding pur­ 
poses otters a chance tor profit. T he calf, 
rem oved to a dry, com fortob e pen. aw ay 
from the cow, is given the u hole m ilk warm 
lrom Hie co w ,tw ice a n a y ,for fmir days; Hie 
n nth m eal is m ade up of half th e flesh 
m ilk and half sw eet skim m ed m ilk ,warm ed 
to th e sam e tem perature as the new m ilk. 
T hree quarts is sufficient for a m eal for a 
calf at th is ape. if tw o m eals a day ani 
given . 
It three m eals a day are given, tw o 
quarts at each w .ll lie sufficient. O verfeed­ 
ing at th is stage is to Ie avoided, and 
it should be rem em bered th at th e young 
calf. if sin k in g th e cow , w ill get only a 
sm all m eal at a tim e, and its digestive 
functions are not as yet prorated to dispose 
cf several quarts of m ilk at once. 
H ie 
quantity should be gradually increased as 
th e calf can dispo-e of it. until three m eals 
of three quarts each are disposed of, or tw o 
m eals daily of four or five quarts each, at 
the end of a m onth. Tho m ilk should be 
given sw eet and at th e sam e tem perature 
alw ays, 
lf l y accident diarrh ea should 
occur, a quart only of new m ilk w arm fro.a 
the cow, or heated to PO , w ill stop it if no 
other loud is given. 
In nearly every case 
th is disorder ta caused by an excess of food 
and consequent indigestion, or the u-e of 
sour m ilk. 
W hen a m onth old the calf may 
lie tau ght to lick a little finely ground 
m ixed corn, brau and linseed in equal 
parts. 
A teaspoonful is enough to begin 
w ith, gradually ira leased up to a table­ 
spoonful daily at tw o m onths; four ounces 
daily at three m onths, eigh t ounce- daily at 
five m ontes, and a pound at six m ouths. 
From three m onths un six quarts of m ilk 
lnicy be given tw ice a day: and at a in nth 
old th e calves should have a run in a grass 
pasture of an acre or so. enclosed purposely 
w ith a portable fence, w hich is m oved to 
give fn sh gri gs as m ay be required. 
At 
tw o m onths the calf w ill begin to drink a 
little water, w hich should thereafter be 
provided. 
In w inter som e fresh 
sweet, 
early cut clover hay should be given from 
a m onth up. and th e quantity increased 
gradually, as the calf w ill consum e it as it 
gets older. The gradual inc rease of the 
food should be carefu lly w a tch ed ; but 
there is no danger from an excess of hay; 
it is the grain food w hich is more apt to be 
given to excess and do harm . There is a 
tem ptation, when a call is doing w ell, to 
give a little more food and m ake it do a little 
better, but it is a m istak e to try to force 
a young anim al ahead of its ability to digest 
all the food it eats. 
H ie young calf aho lid 
bo tied un from the first. 
A sm all balter or 
a leather strap w ith a ring around th e neck, 
and a light rope w ith a sw ivel snap-hook in 
it. m ay be used to fasten it in the pen. 
Calves should never run together loose in a 
pen. or they w ill learn to suck each other, 
and thus contract habits w hich w ill be 
troublesom e afterwards. 
In our dairy th e 
calf pens are div ded into separate stalls. 
These are 6x7 feet, separated by barred nar- 
titious, so th at Hie calves can see each 
other. A rack for hay is m ade on one side, 
and a sm all box near it is or m eal. 
A slide 
do* r is m ade in the front for tho calf to put 
its head through easily, and iii front of it is 
a shell w ith a recep acle for a nail. iii w hich 
m ilk is given to the calf. T he calves are 
thus fed very easily ana qu ick ly, th e m ilk 
being brought to the pens in a deep pail 
holding J 4 quarts, and enough or four or 
five calves is poured into th e fe e d 1 ng pails, 
and each pail is set iii it- place*. T he slide 
door is then opened, arid th e.calf drinks its 
m ilk w ithout any trouble, and cannot unset 
th e pail. 
A few days’ training is required 
be!ore the calf learns all this, bnt with 
patience th e lesson is soon taught. 
C alves 
are phenom enally stupid, and m uch pa­ 
tience ;s re m ired to m anage th em : I u t it is 
far easier to train a calf Kindly than w ith 
for o aud by b ating it. W hen a calf learns 
not to fear its ow ner, and experien ces only 
kindness, it is a m ost affectionate anim al.—

T he ‘n a v y ’ 
liean is perhaps tho m ost prolific of any, as 
it certainly is th e m ost salable.”

H o w a n d tV h on to F a tte n th e E a r ly 
B r o ile r s . 
In th ese tim es when city epicures dem and 
everyth in g out of season, a broiler m arketed 
the first of April w ill bring tw ice as m uch 
as one m arketed a m onth later. 
And as 
our object, w hether we have five dozen or 
five bundled to sell, is to g et all w e t an for 
them , w e m ust m ake it a point to place 
th em on tho m arket early. 
To catch the h igh est price, th e fow ls 
should be hatched by th e m iddle of Feb­ 
ruary. 
H ere that w ould bgim pos ibta if we 
were dependent up n our cold clim ate and 
inconsiderate lions. 
B ut w ith good incu­ 
bators—and there are several such m anu­ 
factured—w e have only ourselves to Plume 
if our broilers are not as early a - any. D irec­ 
tions 
for m an aging th e 
incubator aud 
brooder, ex p licit enough for a beginner, are 
usually furnished w ith them . 
B ut I am in­ 
clined to th ink th e hatch ing less difficult 
than th e raising during these m onths. 
Much dt nerds upon th e feeding, and as the 
chicks can get I Itta green food, th ey m ust 
have a variety of other kinds. T he n u tri­ 
m ent derived from th e yolk is sufficient to 
satisfy t lie ch ick until 24 hours old. or until 
strong en ugh to run about. 
And as they 
never eat before this ago, it is useless to pre­ 
pare food sooner.* JI m il IO days old, I have 
lound th ey th rive best on a diet of eggs. 
w hich m ay be gradually dropped. T his 
m ay seem an exp en sive ration: but an egg 
goes a long w ay am ong chic ks at th is age, 
ami the treatm ent received during the Hist 
w eek largely determ ines the quality of Hie 
fow l. 
You m ay lose m any tim es Hie worth 
of the eggs, further on, in b e n g unable to 
m ake prim e broilers from stunted chicks. 
To prepare this egg food, m ash th e yolks 
(hard boiled) and m ix with several tim es 
their bulk of stale bread crum bs m oistened 
in a w et m ilk. A nother good food tor this 
period is curds: it is also m uch cheaper, 
though tass nutritious. G ive occasionally 
a iced of oatm eal m ush, rabat tu t ng corn 
m eal, w hen th© ch ick s are about lo days 
old. At the end of tw o w eeks th ey eau be 
fed chiefty upon this, gradually om itting 
th o eggs lrom their diet. 
N ever feed raw 
m eal. 
As a chicken has never been known 
to stop eating w h ile Hie feed beld out, and 
its craw wa n ’t full, it is better to giv e m eal 
already sw ollen by cooking, than to exp ect 
th em to allow for sw elling. 
M ake a stiff 
m ush of coarse, unsifted m e a l; or m ix w ith 
w ater or m ilk, add a little salt and bake. 
T w ice a w eek m ix am ong this red penner or 
finely-chopped onions; th is is an exc ellen t 
preven tive of gapes. 
W hen old enough 
to sw allow th e grains, feed partly on oats, 
m illet, w heat (or screenings) and cracked 
corn. 
( ircen food, such as chopped apples, car­ 
rots, cabbage and turnip tops, should be 
given occasionally. Sow lettu ce seed, and 
w hen th e plants are an inch high turn the 
chickens on it. 
If th ey do not keep it 
picked down, cut it off and feed to them 
chopped fine and m ixed w th their m ush. 
Spe la lca re should he given to drink ing 
vessels. 
If wooden troughs are used. scrub 
out frequently to prevent th e accum ulation 
of green m ould. 
< lear. fresh w ater, m ust 
be alw ays accessible; m ilk, either sw eet or 
thick, is alw ays accessible. 
K een a supply 
of coarse sand or gravel in som e pal t of the 
runs and add to this occasionally a pan of 
crushed charcoal. 
To fatten youn gfow ls for m arket requires 
on ly one w eek, during w hich tim e they 
m u st be confined to closer quarters than 
prev’ously. 
T he first day or tw o feed 
sparingly, and after th at give all th e food 
th ey w ill eat up clean three tim es a day. 
At m orning and noon give the m ush pre­ 
pared as u -a il, w ith tho addition of vege­ 
tables containing stare Ii or m gar— as po­ 
tatoes and beets—boiled and cru m b led ; for 
supper, grain only. 
If, at th e end of a w eek ,you do not m arket 
suck a lo t of broilers as w ill m ake you feel 
repaid for all th e coddling aud exp en sive 
board they required, our astonishm ent w ill 
reach th e point at w hich a m an w ould 
"give it up” ; but we, being an in ven tive 
wom an, w ould say it was the fault of th e 
breed,but never of th e treatm ent.—[Country 
gentlem an .

T h e B r i e C h e e s e —T h e H e s t M e th o d t o 
R e f in e T h e m . 
T h isi6 one of the best French cheeses, 
and is now m ade in three or four factories 
at least in th e U nited States. 
One of these 
is located in (b a n g e county, N. Y'., and th e 
product of this factory is in every respect 
equal to th at of th e French dairies. 
There 
arc the fine, th e half-creaijj and th e skim 
Brie c h e e se ; the fine is the only kind m ade 
here. T he new warm m ilk is treated w ith 
ren net as soon as draw n, sufficient rennet 
being used to get the curd in an hour or a 
little m ore. Tira m ould is about a foot in di­ 
am eter and th ree inches iii depth. 
T he 
m ould rests on a m a to f rushes, placed on a 
plank form. 
As soon as tho curd is form ed 
it is dipped out of th e vat w ith a strainer 
dish, w ith ou t breaking it, and th e m ould is 
m oved 
to 
a 
draining 
table 
for 
the w hey to run off. 
As soon 
as the 
curd has b ecom e firm enough, it is taken 
from tho m ould, sm oothed w ith a k n ife and 
puton th e saltin g table, w here it is sprinkled 
w ith tine salt. T he n ex t day it is turned 
and salted on th e other side. 
If tho cheese 
g iv es w a y .it is stren gthened by a band of 
zinc placed around it un til it becom es 
firm er, tend to turn th em easily th ey are 


rapidity

An English authority on butter m aking 
claim s th at by adding one pound of salt to 
every gallon of cream im m ed iately after it 
is taken off the m ilk, aids in ripening the 
cream , and gives from 16 to 20 uer cent, 
more butter than from cream th at has no 
salt in it. The lu tto m iilk is, of course, 
useless, as it cannot b* fed to sw in e w hen it 
contains so large a qu antity of salt, bu t its 
loss is more than m ade up by the large 
quantity and better qu ality of th e butter. 
The cam e authority recom m ends th at a 
start be m ade by p u ttin g one pound of 
salt to every lo p o u u d s of cream , and also 
savs th at the churn should never be heated 
w ith hot water, but should be set in a tem ­ 
perature of 68 to GO degrees, then. if the 
cream is above or below 5(5 or 67 degrees, 
according to the w eather—in h ot w eather 
have it as low as 55 degrees, in cold w eather 
as nigh as 58 degrees—churn a t 35 revolu­ 
tions per m inute, or at ju st sufficient speed 
to get the butter in 45 or GO m in utes. 
At 
n lltm e s keep the hot hand aw ay from it. 
Draw lira 
butterm ik 
w hen 
the butter 
com es about the size of peas. 
I he butter is 
contained in a numbe r of very fine globules 
w hich by being heated burst. Instead of 
the hand use a butter-worker. It is claim ed 
th at butter m ade by this process is alw ays 
of good quality and sells in th e English 
m arket for 40 cents per pound th e year 
rouud,

G o o d , 
F r e sh M a n u re a n 
Im p o r ta n t 
R e q u is ite . 
T he first and m ost im portant requisite is 
enough good, fresh m anure to build th e bed 
a foot and a h alf high. 
L itter m ixed m od­ 
erately through it w ill not be detrim ental, 
hut rather beneficial. Tho qu antity of the 
m anure w ill depend on th e size of th e bed. 
Fork over and shake th is m anure w ell to 
start ferm entation. 
T hen build th e bed. 
w ith a stake driven rn at each corner, in 
successive and even 
layers, trodden 
or 
beaten m ost com pactly tow ards th e outside. 
T he bed should be a foot or tw o w ider and 
larger than the frarae w hich is to rest on it. 
Place th e fram e on it, w ith th e sash iu 
place, and in one or tw o days, w hen the 
heat is strong, out on five or six inches of 
fine, lich garden m ould. 
In tw o or three 
days more plant th e seed. Som e experience 
is required lo give proper ven tilation , and 
to prevent the young plants from being 
burh! and destroyed by th e su n ’s ravs as the 
hot m orning advances, w h ile the atten dant 
has forgotten to give an opening to th e sash. 
G ive epougii water. 
W ant of air w ill give 
slender, long-legged plants. 
You m ay plant 
in th e bed seeds of radishes, cabbages, let­ 
tu ce, cauliflow er, tom atoes, celery, cucum ­ 
bers. etc. 
For a new hand, th e bed m ay 
be m ost easily m ade by th row in g ou t a foot 
or so of e crib a little larger th an Hie size of 
th e fram e; then fill this w ith successive 
layers of m anure a little above th e surface. 
This require less care and sk ill in building, 
and is less exposed to cold w inds. 
For a 
sin gle bottled, or w ith out a succession of 
beds, it w ill not be advisable to start th e 
plants m uch before the first of April in th is 
latitude,

B e e N o tes fo r F e b r u a r y . 
Bees properly cared for during th e latter 
fall m onths, and placed into w inter quar­ 
ters iii good condition, require little a tten ­ 
tion during w inter 
A cellar Hiatus used 
for storing v e g e ta te s and fruits w ill not 
serve w ell as a w inter repository for bees. 
T he cellar, or cave, rather, should be free 
from any disturbance w hatever. 
P erfect 
qu iet and even tem perature are necessary. 
L ight should bo excluded at all tim es, aud 
th e entrance should be double, so th at th e 
lig h t \yill not strike th e bees w hen tho 
place is entered, 
ll a colony has becom e 
affected w ith dysentery, w hich condition 
can be detected by th e loud roaring so w ell 
know n to apiarists, it should be rem oved at 
once to a separate apartm ent, constructed 
iqr th e purpose. 
A little w ater giv en such 
colonies w ill som etim es quiet thorn. If not, 
th e only rem edy a to set th em out the first 
day th at is warm enough for them to tiy. 
W e prefer to w inter bees on their sum m er 
stands in chaff hives. 
It involves m uch 
less trouble and loss. 
B ut little atten tion 
■<B required, excep t to be w atchful w hen the 
bees are lik ely to take a flight. T he en ­ 
trances should be we]I opened mid cleansed. 
Bees should be* prevented from hyin g, if 
possible, w hile th e ground ta covered w ith 
snow. 
Shading th e entrance w ill tend to 
keen th em in. 
If th is fails the snow m ay 
be shoveled up around the entrance. 
'H ub 
w ill hold them in ch eck until th e snow is 
fairly gone, w hen they m ay be liberated.

Year after year w e have observed th at this 
bean has been in large dem and, and during

It does not need an exceed in gly 
rich soil, and eau be grown to great a d ­ 
vantage w ith no m ore labor than any ordi­ 
nary crop. 
It now sells readily ut $2,25 a 
bushel w holesale, and is generally bringing 
about $3.20 a bushel retail. On com para­ 
tively poor laud 20 bushels can be raised to 
tira acre, givin g th e crop com paratively 
little attention. W e urge unon our farm ers 
th e advisability f f putting in a few navy 
beans, and g ive below a few item s in refer­ 
ence to th eir m anagem ent: 
lo grow the navy bean successfu lly, anv 
dry tolerably rich land suits them , but no 
damp. tenacious soil should be chosen, as 
tho least stagnant water, either upon or 
near the surface, is fatal to the beau plan!, 
even if it should vc cetate and grow. A dry, 
m ellow loam , a little inclined to be sandy. 
is undoubtedly best, and, although not 
necessarily licit, should at least be in good 
heart, 
r resit m anuring, how ever, is very 
objectionable, as it is apt to cause th em to 
run too m uch to vine at th e expense of the 
crop. 
. M lieu planted on corn stubble (and w hich 
is probably th® best place for them ) ti ray 
w ill need no cultivation after being drilled 
in, that being th e besi m ethod of sow ing the 
seed. 
b u t if lh® laud has not been in any 
hoe I crop th e \e cr previous it had better be 
broken up (not very deepi in Hie sw in g , and 
let lie lint I a !lout th e lo th or 15th <>i .June, 
as it sown eurlic r the cold nigh ts are apt to 
so cheek their grow Hi th at the w eeds w ill 
get ahead aud choke them .

E x p e r im e n t s a s t o H o w O ld a n d H o w - 
L a r g e B lu n t s 
S h o u l d 
h o 
B e f o r e 
F i n a l S o t t in g . 
R aising lettu ce for early and late m arket, 
I am in th e hab it of testin g new kin ds by 
th e side of old and tried varieties. 
Last 
year I found th e N ew Y'ork fine for late; 
dark green leaf, large head, som e speci­ 
m ens w eigh in g tw o pounds or m ore and lo 
inches across w ere not unusual. 
S till, such 
lettu ce is rather too la r g e : it brings no more 
than a head h alf th e size, w h ile in grow ing 
and carrying to m arket it takes up more 
room , and one head is often more th an a 
fam ily supply. 
T ow hannock cam e on after 
th e N ew Y'ork; th is is tender, u p righ t in 
habit, red-leaved, w ith yellow head, and 
very satisfactory for sum m er m arketing. 
F ollow in g th is cam e O a k lea v ed ; th is ran to 
seed slow ly during th e last days o f June, 
and from th ese heads I supplied th e last 
lettu ce in our m arket, th e price going up on 
it, although it is not quite popular y et as to 
looks and eatin g quality. 
D eacon m ade a 
splendid, large head, but those w ho buy 
lettu ce to eat say it is tough, and they 
avoid it w hen other kinds are to be had. 
Hard H ead started oft alm ost black in th e 
lace, but finally in warm w eather and lu ll 
m aturity had a firm, large, yellow In ad in a 
reddish envelope of outer leaves ih a t was 
very satisfactory to 'o v e r s of tenner head 
lettu ce. 
Boston M arket (or W hite Seeded 
T en n is Ball), w hile it Is a good lettuce for 
grow ing in a hotbed, is not good for sum ­ 
m er or outdoor culture, as it runs to seed 
w ith surprising rapidity w hen once the 
heads are tat nted. 
I tried experiments last season to deter­ 
mine how old and how large pl ntsshould 
he before the final setting. Seed planted in 
September, and the plants wintered over in 
fiats in my winter cellar, did not make 
heads as large or as quickly as those from 
seed sown in the greenhouse in December, 
pricked out into fiats and set out at Hie 
same time in the hotbeds in February. In 
a later trial for open air lettuce, plants set 
under glass in cold frames 3xt inches apart, 
and left there till they could be removed 
to the open ground, being one Until grown, 
were not so early as plants that were set 
f oil) the same seedbed into open ground; 
tho latter suffered from ro d. but made 
heads at last before the others, much to 
my surprise. I t ii ink I tat them grow too 
large in too rich soil, the roots were rather 
poor. Hie canli dill not stick to them. Ill 
another trial plants pricked out into poor 
sand, fertilized with commercial manure. 
made abundance of root and small leaf 
growth, were -low in coming to suitable 
size* for transplant ng. hut, w hen finally 
traits erred to rich soil, they grew without 
wilting or Joss of time, and with great 


T h e C o w P e a S h o u l d b e P l a n t e d a s 
S o o n a s B a n g e r o f F r o s t is P a s t . 
T hey w ill m ake a good crop on land that;( 
w ill not m ake good oats. They should bo 
planted as soon as danger of frost is past; if 
sow n broadcast, one bushel of seed to the 
acre; if drilled, h alf a bushel is sufficient, 
w hen th ey may be worked th e sam e as corn. 
W ith us th ey are harvested by picking. 
T he colored people pick th em tar lo cents a 
sugar barrel of pods.

I have 
procured som e of them , and v ill try them 
the com ing season. 
I find them the mort 
valuab le feed for m ilch cows I ever tad. 
Last fall I had a field of pease that were cut 
w ith frost w hen in th e green state after 
they were dry. 
I turned m y cow s on them , 
and th ey doubled th eir how of m ilk in three 
days. 
My cow s h ave been in Hie fields all 
w inter w hore I harvested pease, and have 
kept up a good How of m ilk, ami are in fine 
condition. T hey are also a valuable crop 
for ensilage, and th e vin es cut green and 
cured m ake hay fu lly equal to clover, and 
for a green crop to fallow' in there is noth­ 
ing equal to th em in m y opinion.—[Han­

K now ing 
this, he can keep th e heifer calves from his 
best cow s, and Ii vin g m ade a proper selec­ 
tion of a bull to use in the herd, Ira can de­ 
pend. upon having by this m eans a superior 
lot. of youn g heifers to add to the herd. 
In 
tills w ay. and by w eed ing out the inferior 
cows, Ira can constantly im prove the char­ 
acter of his herd, aud increase the returns 
irom it. 'lin s result cannot he effected with 
th e sam e expense, or in tho sam e tim e 
w here th e raw s are purchased b e e and 
th ere w ith out any positive knowledge of 
w h at th ey w ill do. 
A test will shew that 
som e of them , perhaps tin* m a ority are 
unprofitable, ural m ust be disposed o f,’ and 
oth ers taken 
u Hie sam e w ay t i replace 
t hem , 
D e who adopts Hie plan of raising 
his hest calves w ill soon lie convinced ol 
tira great advantage of Hi is plan. 
Tira increasing power of the sun w ill be 
seen in Hie increased grow th and in Hie 
bloom of th e p ants, and iii,* greenhouse 
amt w indow should be bright w ith Gowers 
From the sam e caus® the growth of insects 


w ill be prom oted, and call for activity on 
the part of tile grower. Tira new. tend er 
grow th on m any plants, presents a tc m ut­ 
ing place for th e green fir, or plant Ji lts*, 
to attach itself, and an abundance of these 
w ill tai found ready to uvaii th em selves of 
this tem pt ng opening.

It m ay bt* said that 
unleached ashes are w o th from 20 to SO 
cents a bushel, d elivered —th at is, their 
actual con ten ts of potash and phosphoric 
acid are worth th at price, counting about 
50 pounds to th e bushel.

W ith 
m uch pom p aud circum stance war w as de­ 
clared against us. 
U tterly unprepared to r such a contingency 
we certainly were," but w e buckled ou our 
armor w ith alacrity and fearlessness. 
This unpreparedness, how ever, speedily 
mad® itself felt. 'Hie stren gth cf Britain 
was arrayed against us n her m agnificent 
navy. 
N oth in g but a few .crazv and ill-ap­ 
pointed cia ft, w h ich shivered under lira 
mere shock of their ow n guns. had we to 
oppose to th e ponderous and devastatin g 
iron-cmds brought to bear unon every v u l­ 
nerable point of oqr coast. 
T here could be 
t ut one re>ult. 
D isaster follow ed disaster 
in quick succession. 
During th e few first w eek s of h ostilities 
several of our largest seaport tow ns bad 
been all b u t reduced to in ans of ashes. 
We 
appeared to be absolutely at the m ercy of 
our enem ies, yet hope we had not w holly 
abandoned. 
Glorious and unqualified SUC­ 
CO, s bad been achieved by our arm ies in 
Canada. 
Victory tiler® rested on our eagles 
w h itiler,soever borne, and, excep t for a very 
brie! period, footprints of an enem y had not 
desecrated our country’s soil. 
Many w eeks elapsed before the sound of 
hostile guns were heard in N ew York. 
But 
the fare which had long threatened seem ed 
at last to have overtaken us in all its dread 
reality. 
Early one m orning tira starti ng 
intelligen ce flashed through the city th at 
several m onster ironclads had been des­ 
cried som e m iles out at sen. 
From th e vast 
Lum ber of troopships w hich accom panied 
them , w e concluded th at an arm y of in­ 
vasion was at hand. Alarm and an xiety 
filled every breast. T he utter ruin of our 
fair city was deem ed but a question of tim e. 
\\ e had but few d efen ces-a n d poor ones at 
that. 
Y et no room was there for despair. 
Ilittulr tis of thousands of stout hearts and 
w illin g hands pressed eagerly forward to 
rear up and bear onw ard th e stars aud 
stripes.

Questions w hich they have not thoroughly 
studied and in regard to which those who 
have studied recognize m ultitudinous ditii- 
culties. 
Men w rite to m e h u g letters 
to show th a t this astronom ical theory is 
erroneous and th a t other theory needs 
m odifying, who show by every line of their 
Writing th a t they have not m ade them selves 
acquainted w ith one-tenth of Hie parts, anc’ 
h are 
thoroughly m isapprehended those 
w ith which they have become acquainted; 
and because the very hopelessness of the 
task of explaining m utters to those so ill in­ 
form ed compels the sim ple reply th at they 
are m istaken, they rush at once to the con­ 
clusion th a t science is a m ere m atter of as­ 
sertion with a varnish of verbiage to m ake 
assertion look like dem onstrat on. It is al­ 
w ays thug when m en pretend to decide 
different questions w ith tho freedom which 
comes iron) half knowledge. 
W hat I am proposing to do here is sim ply 
to touch on some of the known facts re­ 
je c tin g a widely-spread and troublesom e

iseas". noting especially those which have 
eon considered suggestive as to its or gin 
and nature, and discussing some of those 
decent discoveries respecting th a t and k n- 
dred diseases which seem to indicate a pos­ 
sibility th at they m ay be brought into sub­ 
jection by man. 
The circum stances under which m alaria 
prevails as a local disease th (Ugli sutli- 
ticntly m arked are yet in some degree com- 


f 
iltrated and perplexing. It is certain tdiat 
he exciting cause of the disease is some­ 
thing present in invisible effluvia from the 
surface of the earth, It seem s almost as 
certain th at decomposing or rath er decom­ 
posed vegetable m atter is th e source of tho 
infection; yet tile appearance of m alaria in 
Bucii a l lacelas the rock of G ibraltar, which 
is characterized bv an entire ab ainee of 
vegetation, presents an apparent exception 
w hich prevents us from definitely deciding 
th a t vegetable m atter alone can produce 
the m alarial infection. 
M oisture is necessary to produce the poi­ 
son ; yet m oisture alone, or even with the 
necessary degree of heat, is not suiiicient; 
Mi the contrary it appears th at if onlv the 
R>il whence m alarial effluvia have arisen 
could be kept perm anently soaked with 
m oisture 
there 
would 
be 
no 
infec­ 
tion. The soil m ust first be for a while 
sodden w th 
m oisture, then dried, bc- 
foie the invisible e lu v .a —-th e 
m arsh 
m iasm a—become dangerous. 
The 
heat 
necessary to produce the poison m ust ' e 
som ew hat greater than Go , and som ewhat 
less than HO ; between these lim it;, but not 
outside them , heat dot s its poison-generat­ 
ing worn. We have in these conditions 
alone a certain power ot intiuencin 
m ala­ 
ria. as has been shown by repeated ex­ 
am ples. I rem em ber th at in my boyhood 
A g u ish F e v e rs W ere C om m on 
in parts of K ent, near the chores of Hie 
Tham es and Medway. The difference be­ 
tw een tile country and the towns in this re­ 
j e c t was a subject of constant rem ark. 
But now, as I learn from relatives living in 
these regions, m alarial troubles are much 
less prevalent, 
drainage 
having had a 
m arkedly 
beneficial 
effect. 
A 
sim ilar 
change, on a larger scale, has been pro­ 
duced throughout the eastern co n atu s of 
E ngland, where form erly 
aguish 
levers 
w ere once very common. It seems strange 
now, to thin k of ague as m e of the chief 
death-dealing diseases of parts of E ng­ 
land, insom uch th a t even 
in London, 
w here now it is unknow n, hundred-; for­ 
m erly tell victim s to it. 
The worthless 
Jam es I. and Our Engl sh W ashington (or 
rath er our other W ashington, for if W ash­ 
ington was not a Briton by blood and breed­ 
ing no m an ever was; d ed of ague contract­ 
ed in London. In Sw itzerland tho drainage 
of swam ps lias alm ost n it rely killed out 
m alaria rn certain regions w here it was 
once prevalent. 
They widened the chan­ 
nels of rivers running out of lakes in such 
Bort as to lower th e level of th e lakes, and 
the lakes thus lowered drained the swamp . 
On the other hand, th e bog ands of ireland 
are free from m alaria.w hether because pi at 
moss does not contain tho poisonous m ateri­ 
als, or l ocalise the bogs rem ain too con­ 
sta n t ino.sture-sodden, is not clear. It is 
stated also th at m alaria is unknow n in the 
region of the Dismal Swamp. 
Elevation has a m arked effect in regard to 
th e prevalence ot m alaria, not only locally 
b u t generally. T hus in certain shore ti acts 
it has been noticed th ai near Hie sea level 
there is no m alar.a,while aga n above a cer­ 
tain height, as HOO or 4oo feet, m alaria is 
absent: but between these the disease is de 
Btructive and prevalent. Yet elevation alone 
does not prevent m aiaiia from appearing. 
The progress of an attack of m alaria is 
characterist c, and seems of itself sitigu ar­ 
ty suggestive of the true nature of the i Pl­ 
ease. Before Hie disease snows itself d -fi­ 
nitely there is usually a period of indisposi­ 
tion, with headache, pain in th e limbs, 
thirst, furred longue, rap.d pulse and other 
signs of disorder. It has indeed been no­ 
ticed 
th a t 
healthy 
persons who visit 
a 
m alarial 
region, 
and 
never 
suffer 
from 
Hie 
actual 
m ala ial 
fever, 
not showing even (at least, noticeably) any 
signs of indispos t on yet present a char­ 
acterist!” change in the condition of the 
blood, the serum assoin'mr a golden yel­ 
low tin t winch is noticeable in the case of 
every inhabitant of the m ala tai region, 
h ealthy or ,-ick. but shows itself in the 
case of healthy visitors < illy after se vela 
d ay s’ res donee. 
The first stage of actual 
fever is the cold stage or chill. 
The ex* 
trem bles become cold, often presenting a 
m ottled or purplish 
appearance. 
The 
m uscles tw itch as in the slavering eau cd 
by old nary cold. 
The sensa ion of cold 
extends quickly from the extrem ities to 
th e back, and then to the whole body; the 
features become pale and shrunken; ana 
th e skin assum es the condition known as 
goose-skin ccutis anserina). 
Itis g ra t'fy - 
m r t i learn, though it affords no special 
relief to the patient, th a t the 
C o n tr a c tio n o r th e C x p tl’ a ric s 
of the extrem ities m ust be referred to the 
action of the m alarial poison on the vaso­ 
m otor centres, w hile the chattering of tile 
teetli is to be a ttr .bated to Hie affection of 
th e m otor nerves of the fifth pair; the 
“goose skin.’’ the shivering, and the teeth 
chattering go on st ll the same. 
It is notew orthy th at the m ost violent 
pymptoms during tins the m ost unpleasant 
Mage of interm itten t fever are shown by 
the strongest path nts, suffering under their 
first attal k. The w eaker often seem to get 
more easily through their chills, it is also 
notew orthy th a t in 
m alarial fever the 
higher the tem perature of the trunk dur ng 
tb s cold stage, the more rapid is the equali­ 


zation of the tem perature and circulation, 
the m ilder and shorter the attack. 
A tter the chut rim e s the last stage. 
Coldness is succeeded by flushes of heat, 
w hich gradually increase in intensity, the 
face becomes 
red 
and 
often 
appears 
swollen, tho head aches* tho breathing is 
Ii av y, and the pulse abnorm ally full and 
strong. I bo skin rem ains dry through this 
stage. 
The third stage is th a t of interm ittence 
of fever. The pulse gradually r<.luxes in 
frequency and stre n g th ; tim respiration is 
relieved, and at lust tho skin begins to do 
its work of transpiration and respiration. 
T he Jo m iles of sw eat glands, which had 
been p werless during the cold stage and 
idle daring the hot stage, resum e their 
functions, and a copious sw eat bleaks from 
the whole i tidy. 
These paroxysm s recur a t regular inter­ 
vals, tho fever being term ed quotidian, or 
d u ly , when it occurs every day, winch 
seem s sens.hie enough : lint tertian when it 
OC' urs on every second day and quartan 
w hen it ocouts ev» rv third day.which seems 
alm ost unnecessarily ingenious us Mrs. 
Q uickly’* “ burning quotid an tertian .” I he 
origin of the u age is sim ple eiioiig i,though 
a more reasons!) e nom enclature m ight 
have been em ployed w ith advantage; doc­ 
tors call the oay when an illness begins the 
first day, the next the sc ond. the next the 
third and -ooh, so th at a patient in ai be n 
the second day ’ a few hours after his ill­ 
ness began. The tertian ague is so cal cd be- 
i ause, t augh it reappears “two” nays after 
th e previous attack, this is medically the 
“th ird ” day. 
The d sadvautage of tins 
nom enclature is th at it sa gi sts acta nt 
th ree d ais where in reality tho illness occu­ 
pies sets of tw > days, and sets of four 
days where the lltiess occupies sets of three 
days. A patient who has ha. < ten recur­ 
rences of what is called "tertian ” ague lins 
been ill MO days only. instead of 4<t, as the 
nam e of the illness seems to suggest. I 
have, of course, nothing 
here 
to say 
about Hie medical treatm ent et m alaiiul 
fever in its v. rious forms, beyond noting 
th t p .Hents will do well to follow .lie 
advice of those who have a sc < iir*fic 
knowledge of the sub.e t. not tru t il r 
eith r to n strum s or to the unscientific 
em ploym ent of drugs of approved value, 
In many instances a sufferer will use even 
quinine in such a way us to tax the powers 
of his system instead of assisting H em as 
when right tim es aud just quantitie ate 
considered, 
tith er drugs again, and e.s- 
pec ally calom el, are so used at tim es a-'-to 
assist Hie disease - instead of the patient. 
As for nostrum s and new sy item s of treat­ 
m ent, it is alm ost impossible to exagger­ 
ate or 
C a r ica tu r e th e N o n sen se 
advanced in regard to them . Relief which 
has happened to coincide w ith tile em ­ 
ploym ent of some wild m ethod of cure is 
attributed by Hic 
ignorant (always the 
many) to th a t 
m ethod. 
A ease w here 
some particular treatm ent, accidental per­ 
haps, bas really been serviceable, owing 
to peculiar!:ies of c o n g lu tio n or circum ­ 
stance-’, is forthw ith cited as showing that 
a ways th at treatm ent will prove offed- 
tive. I rem em ber hearing a fei ow-passcn- 
ger on a railway ouiiiey in the eastern 
counties of England expounding toaim ther, 
who, as it chanced was a physician, a c m e for 
aguew hicn consist d niuve glng the patient 
o n a cold day to some place I rom whence 
lie could he pro ected (I u or 12 met into ice 
cold water, nome ague patient who had 
m et vv th an accident of the kind had never 
afterw ard been troubled vv th agile, and 
therefore, w ithout inquiring w hether the 
case was a p e re coincidence, or w hat the 
actual circum stances were, our over-hasty 
fellow -traveller expounded as a sure cure a 
system of treatm ent which would be sure 
death to many. Albeit, for aught I know. 
a sudden severe silo k apple d at some 
special stage of in term ittent fever, to per­ 
sons of a particular censt tution, and under 
due m edical 
supervision, may be in st 
effective in bring.ng the fever to a c ose. 
Even the m ost ski/m l phys d a n would I e 
cautious in trying such a remedy, bu t ’ fools 
rush in — ” the saying is som ew hat musty. 
In most cases an attack of m alarial fever 
is more serious in its sequel than in the 
trouble it causes during its progress. The 
use of the Proper lem edies at the right 
tunes and 
seasons, may be effective in 
preventing the returns of Hie lever in a 
ser.ous 
form, b u t 
they are them selves 
s o u k w hat oi a tax on the system : while 
a c e rta n diffused sit knoss continues to 
affect the patient often for m onths, or for 
years, lying in wait. as it were. to break 
out when anything goes wrong vv.tli him. 
or even when ire undergoes some chan e 
w hich, under ordinary conditions, woald 
be beneficial. 
Dr. Joseph Jones of New 
Orleans un ntions in ins splendid work 
on “Fevers.” Hint after recovering from a 
first attack of m alarial fovea ho vias a t­ 
tacked again when at Athens. Ga , situated 
on granite and gneii-s Ii ills, where there is 
not a single source of m alaria, and winch is 
shown I y the bills of m ortality to be one of 
the healthiest places in the world. A friend 
of m ine who had suffered from m alar a in 
Florid i, but had apparently gotten rid of it. 
had a fresh a: tack on revisiting his hom e 
in Scotland, a place whine m alaria is abso­ 
lutely unknow n, 
in some easel where 
m alaria seem - to be renew d w hen some 
other discase lias appeared, there niav be 
doubt as to cause anil effect, or w hether 
e thor is in question ; still ti ore have been 
cases too m arked to be doubtful, in which 
Alalai-la H a s R e a p p e a r e d 
after its apparent extirpation, soon after 
another disease had m anifested itself. Even 
an accident 
has apparently encouraged 
m alaria lo return, or perhaps one should 
rath er say th at m alarial m ischief of which 
wo rem a n unconscious w hile otherwise 
well, affects us obviously and m ay even 
aiiect us seriously, when other illness or 
th e shock ot some accident weakens the re­ 
sisting powe; £ of tho system. 
We are thus led to in Hire into the action 
of quinine the only known specific for m a­ 
lar a, o; the m alarial poison. 
To begin with, it is now practically de­ 
m onstrated th at the c luse of m alaria is a 
germ , first existing in vegetable m atter 
(certainly in alm ost all cases), and attaining 
its se i lid form o! developm ent in t. e 
hum an blood. .T hese germ s, w hatever their 
actual i attire, w hether they arc algo'.i or 
fungoid, bring ab; ut a highly i harnoteristic 
change ii the carnation oi the blood. H ie 
red coipusclcs, which in healthy blood 
num ber about 5.000,000 
to the 
cubic 
m illim etre (a cubic inch coutn na I ti*. OOO 
cub.c m iliim etr. s), are reduced in num ­ 
ber to J ,OOO,OOO, to 2,000. OO, even to 
nut 1.000.000 per cubic mill in tre. 'they 
also change in appearance, m any being 
pale aud otheiw ise altered. 
That, these 
changes are hue to a bacillus was early 
shaw n by Klebs, who recognized the pres­ 
ence of th is disease germ . which he called 
bacillus nialari in the blood of m alarial 
patients. 
Dr. Bernardo f-chiavu/zi has re­ 
cently confirmed the results oi ta nod by 
Kleus. 
Schiavuzzi’s experim ents indicate 
th e constant presence af a bacillus identi­ 
cal w ith th at described by Klebs, in m ala­ 
rial districts and its absence from healthy 
regions. 
He has succeeded (so kind of 
bim!) in artificially cultivating this bacil­ 
lus, and lins developed in a rabbit innocu- 
lated with it. a fe\ er showing ill the char 
acteristics of swam p lever, the red cor­ 
puscles undergoing the alterations above 
des ro.ed. Ho therefore aglee* w ith Klebs 
n regarding this bacillus as the true cause 
of m ala ial fever. 
The effect of quinine on tile m alarial 
bacillus is rem arkable. 
It bas a specific 
action, first dim inishing the activity of the 
wretch, and eventually exterm inating it. 
T his has been noted by Drs. Klebs and 
Schiavuzzi and Dr. George M. Sternberg 
has obtained sim ilar results. 
Drs. Ma' hia­ 
tal a and Celli after inducing types oi inter­ 
m itten t fever in previously healthy per­ 
son;, bv in ecting blood drawn from a m ala­ 
rial patient during an access of fever, have 
caused the fever germ to d sappear from 
the blond by I he adm inistration of quinine. 
in tile treatm ent of ord nary cases for 
m alaria—th at is of cases not specially in­ 
duced so th at all the conditions are known 
—quinine, though it acts as a specific, je t 
does not m oessaiily extei urinate the fever 
gem s in til b ood. These may appal ently 
rem ain inactive for years and th in resum e 
th eir destructive action. W here fever re­ 
turns atter coml arutivi Iv short intervals 
of tim e it bas been found th at such inter­ 
vals are m ultiples of the week. This is a 
singular law. though perhaps not stranger 
th n the ordinary in.erm ittance by days. 
The influence of the 
L a w s o f th e H u m a n H o tly 
on the developm ent of fever germs seems 
here m anifested; for i t has been shown 
th at there are system atic changes in the 
blood having a day for their period, and 
th eie is a so evidence th at the hum an body 
is affected by w hat m ay be ( ailed lim r 
periodic changes. We may perhaps have to 
look back for Hie orig n of these changes to 
some exceedingly rem ote p o iod of our de­ 
velopm ent from the rem ote an estrv iii 
whom Pooh-bah re jot ed, though we are all 
equally entitled th be enthus a tic respect­ 
ing that protoplasm ic parentage. But how 
the m alarial bacilli come to be depend ut 
upon these periodic changes, .science will 
probably find it ditBcvlt lo determ ine. 
W hether iii the recognition of such pe­ 
riodic m anifestations science niav one day 
find the m eans cl determ ining the precise 
conditions under which m alaria should be 
attack! d to eff ect its permun u t extinct oil 
Lorn the system of the ndiv deal sufferer 
is a que lion as difficult to answer as the 
w ider question w hether sciem ew iil over 
acquire the m eans of perm anently eradicat­ 
ing m alaria from reg o h s long thoroughly 
in ested by its poisonous influences. 
We should all feel interested in such ques­ 
tions as these, even though m alaria m ay not 
be I Kcly to affect us personally. For there 
is probably no disease wiiich more ser ously 
affects the working power of a nation. 
W hether we consider its prostrating inriu- 
en e lh its incept on. its comm illy long­ 
lasting effe ts at each attack, or the way in 
w hich its influence is renewed long alter t 
m ight have been supposed to be exterm in­ 
ated we perceive ilia1 though it be far ess 
fatal in its effects Hum other diseases it 
loses more work to a na ion than more 
dire- Aly destructive ailm ents, and th at com­ 
par ng ts influence with others sim ilarly 
widespread. perhaps* drunkenness alone— 
m an ’s own invention is more destructive 
than the m alarial poison.

23.—The Confederate 
brigadier in Congress h is attracted more 
than his share of attention from tho nation.

There are b tl 
veterans of the w ar in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. More than a third *,>f Hie m em ­ 
bers saw service in the field. Fifty-eight 
were Confederate and 8;; Union soldiers. 
All are called brigadiers, but very few of 
them were really generals. Only sir from 
the South and lo from th e N orth are en 
titled to that rank, if Hie directory is cor­

One or tw o clim bed to Hie rank 
of m ajor-general, a score becam e colonels 
and majora, and one at least reached the 
exalted station of sergeant-m ajor. All the 
others, if the directory is correct, were 
captains, lieutenants and privates. 
The 
Confederate brigadier seem s to be quiet 
and attentive to Dis duties. Ho is a stud ous 
com m itteem an, and is usually to be found 
in his seat. The Federal brigadier is. of 
course, more noisy 
and 
dem onstrative.

th a t I tinily the had literal ire would not be 
re ogiii/eu as such, and so bt) allowe I to do 
its hateful work. This is true of ad books 
for children and young people. Manx of 
the modi rn nublicat d is are such absolute 
trash that the m ind, taste and judgm ent of 
their young readers is so enfeebled anil 
warned by them th at their appetite for 
really good literature is ruined at the ou t­ 
set. After a course of these bocks their 
m en'al palate dem ands som ething a little 
more highly seasoned, aud ?o the

O i r o c t l y t o r S o n ta - 
t l o n a l I . I te r a to r ! ) 
of tho most injurious types. 
"M ilk for

w ll be m ade up quite w ithout the e unusi d 
facilities for preparing oar food for diges­ 
tion. So w ith the m inds of our coining 
general; on they w ll soon be quite bereft of 
that power typified by the lei th which can 
chew, and any m ental food winch is a t all 
m eaty w.ll b eq u e beyond them .

DEATH NOT INEVITABLE. 


People die through their ignorance of the 
laws wh cli govern th eir existence and also 
from their inability or indisposition to obey 
those laws w ith which they are acquainted. 
We are are told in tile first chapter of G en­ 


e s is th a t before A d a m ate the forbidden 
fru it Hie life of m an was to be eternal, but 
w ith the acquisition of the knowwdge of 
good and evil death became his portion. It 
seems to me th at it would be more in ac­ 
cordance w ith the actual state of affairs at 
the present tim e to believe th a t death cam e 
through his loss of know ledge rath er than 
from his obtaining it, for now- he loses his 
life not through an excess of knowledge, 
but through an excess of ignorance. 
I do not see th at there is any physiologi­ 
cal reason why even at the present day rn in 
should die. 
From a knowledge of the 
causes of discase greater than th at pos­ 
sessed 50 years ago. and from the advance 
of m edical science leading to better m ethods 
of treating the deviations from the norm al 
standard of health to which we are subject, 
the life of a generation has w ithin the 
period m entioned been lengthened from 
five to six years. T h at is, the average m an 
instead of living ISO years as he did 5 0 years 
ago now lives nearly 8ii years. Looking at 
the question from this standpoint only, it 
will be seen that it is m erely a question of 
tim e when his life will be extended to thou­ 
sands of years, an a th at w ith an eternity of 
tim e his life also will ho eternal. 
Let us take one aspect of the subject am i 
w'e shall not. I think, fail to perceive th at 
when we thoroughly understand it and are 
willing to live in accordance w ith its re­ 
quirem ents, death, unless by accident, will 
cease to exist. 
We know th at tills life 
is continued 
through tile death of the various atom s of 
I the several 
tissues th a t enter into the 
j composition of his body. The organs are 
I kept iii action by force and this force results 
as does all other force from the m etam or­ 
phosis of m atter. Thus to obtain beat we 
burn wood or coal, and ashes and gases are 
evolved in the process; to generate elec­ 
tricity we convert /inc or some other m etal 
into a salt, through the action of an acid, 
and electricity is set free. 
In tho body, the 
brain, th e heart, the liver, the m uscles all 
act through the destruction, or rather alter­ 
ation. of the substance of which they are 
composed. W ith every thought th at em an- 
nates from the brain, w ith every em otion 
which it feels, w ith every act of the w ill 
which it originates, w ith every perception 
which it experiences, a certain portion of 
the central tissue is broken down into 
sim pler substances and through various 
channels is execreted from the body. W ith 
every pulsation that the heart m akes some 
part of the organ, sm all though it m ay be 
in am ount, is destroyed and is cast out 
of the system to m a te room for new sub 
stance. 
The food that a m an takes into his stom ­ 
ach ought to be of such quantity and qual­ 
ity as would exactly repair the losses which 
through th e action of the several organs 
his body is to undergo, lf it is excessive in 
either of these directions or if it is deficient, 
disease of some kind will certainly be tho 
result, 
lf he knew- enough to be able to 
adjust his daily food to the expected daily 
requirem ents ol his system disease could 
never ensue through the exhaustion of any 
one. of his vital organs. 
A large m ajority 
of the morbid affections to which lie is sub­ 
ject are due-oo a lack of this knowledge. 
bupuose, for instance, th at a m an on ris­ 
ing in the m orning should say to himself, 
‘T oday I have to read IO pages of ‘Black 
stone’s Com m entaries,’ 20 pages of ‘Don 
Quixote,’ to walk three m iles and a half 
to pay a visit of half an hour’s duration to 
my grandm other and to take m y sw eet 
heart to the theatre, where I shall spend 
two hours: to do this I require (taking out 
his pencil aud m em orandum book as be 
speaks) so m uch carbon, so m uch nitrogen 
(giving, of course, the exact w eight of 
these several elem entary substances). 
I 
can get those precise quantities fiom eight 
ounces of bread, four ounces of eggs, eight 
ounces of beef, six ounces of potatoes, four 
ounces of fish, a half-pint of beef soup, 
eight ounces of w ater and eight ounces of 
strong coffee, to m ake them go a little 
fu rth er than they otherw ise 
would. In 
case I have any extraordinary dem and 
m ade upon me for m ental or physical ex­ 
ertion, I shall have to add to these sub­ 
stances others which will com pensate for 
th e increased loss.” 
Now suppose th at be is exactly right in 
his calculations aud th a t the food taken is 


VENEZUELA INVADED. 


W hile Russia, Germ any. A ustria and sev­ 
eral lesser powers are standing ready to 
gobble up poor little Bulgaria, G reat B ritain 
is pursuing her usual ta tics by extending 
the boundaries of ber colonial territories at 
the expense of her neighbors.

The V enezuelan tninis- 
y bas sent in protests against the thefts, 
but as vet they have been ignored. They 
ill continue to bo neglected u n til somo 
stronger pow er calls a halt. 
The U nited States has no quarrel w ith 
England. 
W e are good 
neighbors, and 
lilly good friends; bul if the “Monroe 
doctrine” is not a dead letter E ngland has 
defied an unw ritten law by taking possession 
of a portion of Venezuela, lf she is allowed 
to hold the unjustly gained territory w ith­ 
outs, protest it will not be long before she 
eaches out and takes in other te rrito ry ; 
and before we know it she will owoi

THE 
NOBLE ARMY OF DECLINERS. 


On the eve of another national canvass 
the Republican party is being inundated 
w ith declinations in advance of its nom i­ 
nation for the presidency. This is a posi­ 
tively 
unprecedented 
state 
of 
things. 
Presidential nom inations do not usually go 
a begging. 
H eretofore 
the 
Republican 
party’s difficulty hasbeen of auite another 
kind, to harm onize conflicting am bitions 
and save itself from destruction in the 
tierce scram ble of its rival candidates for 
the presidency. It was thus in 1870, when 


B l a i n e . M o r t o n , B r i s t o w , S h e r m a n and 
several others, now passed from recollection, 
fought fiercely for the standard of leader­ 
ship and found peace a t last in a compro­ 
mise on H a y e s . 
• 
In 1880. the struggle between the three 
leading candidates, G r a n t . B l a i n e and 


S h e r m a n , began the year before, and early 
in the spring before th e convention m et 
the heat and bitterness of the contest was 
very m arked. W hen the nom inating con­ 
clave m et at Chicago, there w ere half a 
dozen form al entries for the prize, and as 
many m ore dark horses were being groomed 
in the background in eager expectancy of a 
deadlock between the favorites. T h at was 
the year of the m em orable SOO who stood 
up to be counted over 30 tim es for a third 
term of G r a n t , aud apparently m eant to 
k tep th e convention iii perpetual session if 


B l a i n e had not dexterously arranged the 
coalition wit Ii Ohio and Indiana by which 


G a r f i e l d , who was an cager aspirant from 
the outset, was finally nom inated. 
T he year 1884 w itnessed a repetition of 
the sam e spirit of earnest and determ ined 
rivalry 
for the 
Republican nom ination, 
though 
the struggle was sharper 
aud 
shorter. 
A r t h u r ’s heart was set on secur­ 
ing the presidency by direct election th ere­ 
to. B l a i n e ’s am bition was as intense as 
ever, L o g a n hop d against hope, for the 
great prize, tho perennial S h e r m a n was, 
of course, in tho lists; and there were half 
a dozen others who w atched and prayed 
for a deadlock, in the hope th a t th e G a r ­ 


f i e l d episode of four years before m ight be 
repeated for their benefit. 
Un none of 
those historic occasions was anything heard 
of declinations. 
If some m ischief-m aking 
new spaper threw out a hint th at one or 
other of the candidates was likely to w ith 
draw , the rum or was instantly contradicted 
w ith great emphasis. 
Those were tho days when no Republican 
statesm an with half a cha nee to be struck 
by presidential lightning ever thought of 
rem oving the lightning rod from his hat 
until after the nom inating convention had 
adjourned sine die. 
T he contrast betw een the unyielding 
contests of 1870. ’80 and ’84, and the early 
and often w ithdraw als of 1888 is sharp and 
highly suggestive. T he

years ago are now curbed by a strange 


THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 


Tho Dem ocratic presidential cam paign is 
to cover 22 weeks this year. The conven­ 
tion is to be held June 5. w hich is two or 
three weeks earlier than usual, a n d a m onth 
earlier than was at first intended. 
In th u s changing the program m e so as to 
be first in the field the D em ocratic m an­ 
agers acted wi-ely. It is by usage incum ­ 
bent upon th e party in power to m ake the 
first nom ination, and it w ould have seemed 
like lack of confidence if th e Republicans 
had been allowed to move first. And it 
would not have been wise. Tho Democracy, 
having given th e country th e purest and 
ablest adm inistration since tho w ar, is in a 
position to force th e lighting. 
A nother thing, lf the cam paign is to be 
conducted upon the aggressive lines which 
President Cl EV ELAN D w ith bis usual cour­ 
age has laid down, tim e is needed for a 
thorough discussion, to clear aw ay in the 
m inds of the people the m isrepresentations 
w ith 
w hich tho 
Republican 
press and 
leaders will seek to obscure the issue. Tho 
cam paign in th a t event m ust be essentially 
an educating one for tho masses of the peo­ 
ple, and for th a t a long cam paign is better 
than a short one. 
As to th e place in which the convention is 
to be held, there could not have been a bet­ 
ter choice th an St. Louis. It is the m ost 
central city in the country. It is a lucky 
city, too, for the Dem ocracy; for 12 years 
ago T i l d e n and H e n d r i c k s were nom i­ 
nated there, and they were trium phantly 
elected a t the polls, though afterw ards de­ 
prived of their offices by bribery, perjury, 
forgery and open violate m s of the constitu­ 
tion. 
The Dem ocratic national com m ittee has 
follow ed u p w ell the good beginning m ade 
by President C l e v e l a n d . 
N o w for a bold, 
aggressive cam paign all along the line. 


DOWN WITH THE TRUSTS. 


Congress is hu t half aw ake to the tighten­ 
ing grip w hich "tru sts” of various kinds 
are getting on th e com m ercial interests of 
the nation.

out the nam e—and of the dozen other 
contrivances for m aking enorm ous profits 
by preventing com petition, are the first 
sym ptom s of 
aw akening 
interest 
dis­ 
played by our legislators. The father of all 
trusts, th e 
Standard Oil Company, has 
been accum ulating its m illions for years: 
and save for the protests of the press and 
the disappointed wail of the companies 
th at have vainly striven to com pete w ith 
the m onster, not a word has been said 
against th e gigantic, com bination. Yet for 
the last ten years the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany has laid a tax on every oil stove and 
kerosene lam p in the land. The poor stu- 
d< nt, reading in his dingy room to learn 
tho 
duties 
of 
citizenship, 
has 
had 
Iris 
college 
debts 
increased 
by 
th s 
monopoly, and has worn shabbier clothes 
m d eaten poorer food to increase its earn­ 
ings. The sore-fingered sewing girl and 
the poor widow, w orking late at night to 
keep a roof over their heads and hold up 
honor in spite of m isfortune, have had their 
light against sham e or the almshouse m ade 
harder th at the Standard Oil Company 
m ight grow rich and 
place still higher 
prices upon an article of universal con­ 
sum ption. Y et in spite of the w ant and 
woe which it has produced, and largely 
in consequence of it, the company grows 
richer year by year; its officers wear larger 
diam onds and indulge in more extravagan­ 
ces : and th e people who suffered have per­ 
m itted it w ithout attem pting to overthrow 
or restrain tho great enemy. 
The S tandard Oil Company was a success, 
From the A tlantic to the Pacific it had 
com plete control, and w hat prices it chose 
to m ake had to bo paid. 
No wonder 
then, th a t m en engaged in other lines of 
business should follow its exam ple. W it­ 
nessing th e great gains of the oil monopoly, 
they w ent and organized other trusts, until 
their nam e is now legion. 
The m aterials of com m ercial prosperity 
in the U nited States were never more 
abundant than they are today. The W est 
yields an ever-increasing am ount of corn 
and w heat and beef and pork and niuttem; 
tho South w idens its cotton fields and en­ 
larges its rice and sugar plantations year by 
year, and the E ast builds new factories and 
banks aud houses to accom m odate its rap­ 
idly growing business. There is no reason 
why everybody should not bo prosperous. 
Y et the fact rem ains th a t our alm shouses 
are filled w ith strong men and healthy 
women who are unable to get a living, and 
tho streets of our cities swarm with the un­ 
employed. 
W hen we consider that this 
state of affairs exists a t a tim e of un­ 
equalled productive activity, when cor­ 
porate monopolies, w ith stocks watered to 
ten tim es their oiiginal cost, are paying IO 
and 20 per cent, dividends, it is clear that 
there m ust be som ething wrong about our 
system of laws to allow the great accuinula-

Ho goes for Jefferson, aged OO, w ith the 
pen of 14, thus:

T his was like Josef Hoffm ann collaring 
H err Handel. 
At the sam e precious ago of 14 the author 
of “T hanatopsis” w rote:

WThere Jefferson e nd faction are fo rg o t; 
W here never “ Si n s” nor "C h ro n icles” m olest 
Illum e and C alv in ’s u n regarded rest. 
Oh, Pickering, w ho h ast scanned thy

’Tis chief to (hee o u r g ratitu d e belongs, 
W hose ardent m ind and keen discerning eye 
T rac'd out the tru e em bargo policy. 
F inally little B ryant screams at sw eet 13: 
G o on, ye pim ps of F ran ce; lutriguees fell 
W ind your d a rk w ays and aid the w ork of hell. 
No wonder th at Bryant, after lie becam e 
editor of the E vening Post, refused to write 
any more poetry upon any contem porary. 
He grow to love money like a m iser, and 
spent his latest days translating Homer. 
W e m ay go further in tile odd bits of 
eigh teen th century reading. 
W hen Aaron 
Burr was elected to th e Hutted M ates Sen­ 
ate in L7uI C olonel T illary w rote to Ham ­ 
ilton :

Politically Chan- 
c Hor Livingston was a failure.

Aa rim B u r r ' s F ir s t lin s! li l l y 
to H am ilton was the latter’s w riting him a 
letter for tim er d ito ro f an estate of which 
.the dishonest 
B urr was assignee. 
But 
W ashington despised B urr and honored 
H tunilt n, and tins was the m ain cause, tie 
turned Burr off ins stall and kept H am il­ 
ton. To B urr's dying day lie w anted W ash­ 
ington to be attacked in ins biography by 
M atthew L. Davis. Davis refused to com­ 
ply. 'I ho chief enem ies of H am ilton hated 
him for his youth.

MEN WHO EAT FIRE. 


Strange Diet of Some Human 
Eetngs 
Who Relish a M eal of Blazing Coal*. 
f London 'Itit-Hits.] 
The earliest m ention of fire-eaters in Eng­ 
land is to be found In s ir H enry W alton’* 
correspondence nuder date of dune 3. 1083. 
Ile says: 
•‘T herein a strange thing to he soon in 
Loi don tor a eaupIc of pi nee winch I know 
not wliotlu r I should cal! a piece, of art or 
nature, It is an Englishm an, line some 
sw abber oh a sli p, come Bom the Indies, 
w here he bas K arned to eat fire as fam il­ 
iar y as ever I Baw any eat cakes, even 
vv ole d o w in g brands, which he will crash 
with hi* t r o t ii and swallow. I believe he 
hath been hard fa m ish 'd iii the T erra del 
Fuego, un tin* so th of the M agellan S trait.” 
Evelyn, in lits dim y. under cate of t tot. 8. 
1072. gives a giaphic account of the re­ 
m arkable feats < f another tin -eater, who 
created a great sensation rn his day: 
"I tooke leave of my J.any .Sunderland, 
who was going to Pails to my lord now am ­ 
bassador tlieie. She m ade me stay to din­ 
ner at Lei* ester House, ami aberw urds sent 
for Hi liar son, the famous lire-eatcr. He 
devoured brim stone on glow ng conic* be- 
fo r-u s, chew ing ami swallowing them : he 
inched a beele glasse and cate it quite up. 
th e n tak in g a live coale on his tongue ho 
p u t en it a raw oyster; the coal was blown 
on w ith bellows t ll it. rained and sparkled 
in his inoutoc, ami so leinained until the 
oyster gaunt! an i was quite boiled. 
' Then he m elted p to i and wax w ith sul­ 
phur. winch lie dr uk bowne ; s it flamed. I 
saw ,t flam ing in his m enthe a good w hile; 
lie also took up a thick p eve o, non such as 
laundresses use to inn in their sm oothing 
box. s. when it was fiery hot, held it be­ 
tween his teeth, then in his hand. and then 
threw it about like a stone; but th s. I ob- 
serv d. he cared not to hold very long. 
Then he stoode on a sm all pot, and bending 
his’ botlv b o k e a glowing iron wi ll b s 
m enthe from between® bis feete, w ithout 
to u c h in g the pot or ground w ith his bauds, 
with divers other prodigious feats.” 
H chardsoii’s secret was disclosed by Ins 
servant about the tim e Evelyn m ade his 
entry. According to his servant’s showing 
it consisted only in rubbing the hands and 
thoroughly 
w ashing 
the 
m outh, 
Ii s. 
longue, teeth and other p alts wh ch were 
t<> touch the file. w ith pure spirits of sul­ 
phur. 
By th is m eans the epiderm s, or upper 
skin, was bu u t and cauterized until it 
became as bard as thick leather. H i l ad 
effects which the frequent sw allowing of 
red-hot co als rn died sealing-wax, res n. 
brim stone and other calcined and inflam ­ 
mable m atter in ght have had anon the 
stom ach were prevented by drinking plen­ 
tiful draughts of warm wat r a n i .ii as 
soon as Im had left the com pany, until he 
had vora te I it all up again. 
Anet her fire-eater vias De H eirerkeit. a 
nati e o f A n n i'i in Save y. who Houris cd 
at tlie beginning of the eighteenth < en tiny. 
T his individual ate burning coal, chewed 
and swallowed burning br rn tone: lick d 
a red hot poker, placed a red hot heater on 
his tongue, ate m elted pitch, beeswax, 
sealing wax ami resin with a spoon, as an 
ord’n ry mo tai takes soup. kindled coals 
on his tongue and broiled meat upon them . 
and. to com plete the business, perfoim d 
ail these m arvels five lim es a day at the 
Duke of Marborottgh s Head in Fleet street, 
his prices being half a crown, eighteen 
pence ami one shilling. 
I .e He terkeit had he honor of exhili ting 
before Louis XIV., the em peror of Austria, 
t. e k ng of Sicily ami the doge of Yen ce. 
ami his nam e having reached the inquisi­ 
tion. th at holy office proposed experim ent­ 
ing on him to find out w hether ho was fire­ 
proof externally a well as internally. He 
was preserved ti rn tins unwelcom e ordeal, 
however, by the interference of the duchess 
royal, regent of Savoy. 
But the w ort famous of a1! fire-eaters was 
Robert Lowell, who was be foie the public 
tor nearly < 0 years and was seen by many 
no.de and dist inguished men, am ong others 
bv the dukes of Gumbo: hind a n i Glouces­ 
ter and Sir Huns Sloane. Mainly through 
tim instrum entality of this last nam ed, the 
Koval Society in I '.51 presented Powell 
w ith a purse of gold and a large silver 
m edal. 
Hero is his program m e: 
J. He eats led hot coals out of the fire as 
natural as bi cad. 
2. He le k s with the naked tongue red-hot 
tobacco pines, flam ug with I ti in st ne. 
3. He 
tak e. 
a 
large bunch of deal 
m atches, lights them all together 
and 
holds them in bis m outh till the Hume is 
extinguisned. 
4. De takes a red hot heater out of the 
fire, licks it wit h his tongue several tim es, 
ami carr.es it rouud the room between his 
teeth 
ii. He fills his m outh with red-hot char­ 
coal. and broils a slice of beef or m utton on 
his tongue, and any i arson m ay blow the 
tire w ith a pair of bellows at the same tim e. 
a. lie u k s a quantity of resin, pitch, 
beeswax, sealingwax. brimstone, alum and 
lead, m elts them together over a chafing 
dish of coals, and oats the same w ith a 
spoon us if it wer-' a porringer of broth, to 
the g eat and agreeable surprise of the 
spectators, etc. 
Th • lust fiie-eater of whom we shall sui ak 
is Chang u n. who had the nam e of "the 
Russian Salam ander.” He Was reinaikab e 
for tho sim plicity and sing eness of h s char­ 
acter, aud uiod to take a pos.ti velyinnocent 
d»d gilt in swallowing fir . lie was above 
all urtific e. aud would often entreat his 
visitors to m elt their own I ad or boil their 
own m ercury, th a t they m ight be perfectly 
satisfy d of his genuineness aud of tile grati­ 
fication he bud in drinking these liquids. 
He would also pres u t his tongue in the 
most obliging m anner to all w in w ished it, 
allow them to pour m olten lead upon it, 
and. if they (hose, stam p an im pression 
w ith th eir seals.

"I fee' as if I had been tram ping, dancing 
or heating carpets all n ig h t,” as the proba­ 
bilities suggest 
This is because of the unconscious end 
unnecessary expenditure of force by the 
body during sleep. In this nervous, busi­ 
ness-driven age the body is rarely In a 
relaxed and norm al condition wfiilo we ate 
sleeping. Toe affairs of the nay are car­ 
ried into dream land, if not w ith their own 
harassing details, t lie ti w ith those trans­ 
formed and translated into equally worry­ 
ing (ares. 
Dreams, starting, snorting, jum ping, are 
not the only or the rn st significant evi­ 
dences of bodily activity, of this continued 
i l ite of nervous tension. The m ost noise­ 
less, quiet sleeper rarely lies in a perfectly 
relaxed stat ■, b< dy and lim bs at ease. W th 
an egotism th a t seem s to lie instinctive, 
most uto, Ie endeavor to look out for them ­ 
selves in sleep. They do not tru t to the 
soft and w illing support of the bud: they 
c ing to it as if some sudden and m alicious 
spring m ight toss ti em out upon the flo r. 
They Hold th eir heads down on the pillows 
as if the feathers m ight rise up and bourn e 
them off 
Or. and this is more common, 
they stiffen the muscles of the neck and 
hold their own heads as if the pillow could 
not ’ e trusted for support. 
They clutch the hod. tollies, and cling 
w ith t giddied grip.

Women sutler especially from this m ap 1- 
ity to find refreshm ent in sleep. They rise 
to undertake the routine of the day no! only 
as if it had never be ti laid down, but w ith 
a sense of weariness greater than they took 
to bcd. 
No one perhaps has a clear idea of abso­ 
lutely w hat antics one perform s in sleep, 
altin ugli drear.ly coliseum- of the effect on 
waking. B ut alm ost every one has some 
attitude essential to gohif to sleep. On i 
would think that these, one may call them 
elective positions, would be ot the ease st, 
if not the most graceful, for every one lias 
not been trained as considerately as the 
children of a wom an w horn the w riter once 
knew, who were tau g h t to go to sleep in 
graceful positions, as the m otlier n lively 
rem arked, "in case of tire.” .Un Hie con­ 
trary. the attitn es necessary to sleep, after 
long and m inute inquiry am ong a large 
num ber of people, are loun I to bo uneasy, 
unnatural, ungainly, disfi rtvd. painful. 
lf any num ber of readers un iertake to 
discover their own peen iar habits of sleep 
they will doubles* be found as individual 
and uncom fortable. It is safe to say th at 
this ‘•tate of intense nervous aud m uscular 
tension is never relaxed dur ng the n.gilt, 
even though the position be changed. Tile 
oulv except on is after ext' sbve bodily 
fatigue. ’Ute body then suspends all effort, 
and lies such a dead heavy w eight th a t it 
seems the bed m ust ache to sustain it. 
Sleep at last perfo ms its gracious mission; 
and mo: nine brings th at repair and re­ 
freshm ent, th a t sense of rest aud energy to 
begin the day again which m akes life once 
more wortli living. Clnonic sufferers from 
insom nia know*weil the value of fat que. 
There are c ty men who have tram ped f oui 
the Battery to the Bark after m idnight to 
earn an hour of such coveted repose. 
But tills unabated state of tension rarely 
b nigs about this excess of desperat on. 
W ith most people, as w ith m alaria, one 
m erely prolongs an unsatisfied existence. 
It nu kes women perhaps nervous and irri­ 
table. At breakfast hasty judgm ent m ight 
pronounce them cross. It m akes one over­ 
critical of toast a trifle too blown, and of 
the texture of the coffee—a fineness and 
nicety of judgm ent th a t disappears w ith 
the dutiesol the day. 
But the remedy. Is there no way to get 
unw ound? 
No chance to let go of our­ 
selves, and tru st to anever-w atcliing Provj- 
(1 tic for our bones aud to the bcd for our 
bodies? 
There are rem edies for insom nia and pro­ 
le sots of insom nia. But this is not a m at­ 
ter for th e e . It is rather the result of a 
habit of m ind in the w aking hours which 
we never interm it and which finds 
its 
rel’ex in the m ovem ents of the body. 
How much superfluous energy we expend 
in the perform ance of the most trifling act. 
W riting, for exam ple, requires very little 
m uscular exert on. but the pen is pitched 
until the fingers ache, and the m uscles at 
th e ba k of the head are as tired as the 
fingers. Tho seam stress sews with her b lek 
as surely as w ith her fingers. U te school 
teacher rues off the blackboard w ith one 
hand and m im ics the m ovem ent w ith the 
other. Nine people out of lo cut w ith their 
m ouths when holding the scissors. 
A woman w ith her hands in her muff 
closes them w ith a grip th at fatigues lier 
and m akes them acne. Even in id e < on- 
versat on people wiggle their lingers and 
wag th eir feet as an accom panim ent to 
their ti ngues. A prom 'lieut divine once 
( cub' not pre a Ii w thout jingling the keys 
iii his trousers pocket. Few people c a n -it 
in an ea-y chair with ut clinging to the 
arm . Observe tho passengers in a street 
car. T he" stiffen the m uscles oi tlie ne 
aud hold on to their heads w ith grim earn­ 
estness. as 
if a sudden jolt m ight lo e 
th e m .: nd in the contusion they would be 
difficult to readjust. 'I bis care soon im ­ 
pi' Hts itself on our weary laces. 
H is difficult to estim ate how m uch lier

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MEAN to sink Feder­ 
alism Into an abyss 
from 
whicli 
there 
shall he no resurrec­ 
tion for it.” 
Thus wrote Presi­ 
dent Jefferson early 
in Ins first term, and 
he accomplished his 
purpose, so far as it 
was in the power of 
mortal to accomplish 
it. 
He did 
indeed 
sink tho Federalism 
of 1798 into a deep 
abyss; hut no human 
folly can be sunk beyond the power of res­ 
urrection. 
‘‘Whit? and Tory.” as Jeffer­ 
son once remarked, “ belong to natural his­ 
tory.” 
For 241 years Federalism seemed 
dead, but if anyone will road the first mes­ 
sages of John Quincy Adams he will be 
able to fix the date of its resurrection. 
President Jefferson a first care was to 
allay the angry passions of his fellow citi­ 
zens. 
In liis fine ami noble inaugural, 
which ought to be printed in all of our 
High School reading bonks, he implored his 
fellow citizens not to forget that. though 
called by different 
names, 
they were 
countrymen and brethren. 
"W e are all Re­ 
publicans—we are all Federalists,” said he. 
“Let us then, fellow citizens, unite with 
one heart and one mind. 
Let us restore to 
social intercourse that harmony and affec­ 
tion without which liberty, and even life 
itself, are but dreary things. 
And let us 
reflect that, having banished from our land 
that religious intoler nee under which man­ 
kind so long bled and suffered, we have yet 
gained little lf we countenance a political 
intolerance as despotic,* as wicked, and 
capable of us bitter and bloody persecu­ 
tion.” 
» These words were spoken at a time when 
society was rent in twain by the ignorant 
malignity of party spirit. 
Federalists and 
Republicans could scarcely meet as social 
beings, and old friends would cross the 
Street to avoid the social necessity of saluta­ 
tion. V bile using these conciliatory words. 
he proceeded at once to simplify and dem- 
ocraticize the administration of the gov­ 
ernment. 
He neither appointed nor re­ 
moved subordinate officers tor a political 
reason, recognizing but two causes for re­ 
m oval: I. Official m isconduct; 2. Active 
and bitter opposition” (to use Jefferson's 
own words) “to the order of things which 
the public will bas established.” Tilers 
cannot be found in the public life of Jef­ 
ferson one act or one word which gives 
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countenance to what we now understand 
by the spoils system ; which in truth is the 
system of Louis XIV. and all other despots. 
At the same time he reduced the patronage 
of the government to the minimum, and 
strove to simplify the whole apparatus of 
the government, so th at there should be 
nothing mysterious nor complicated in it. 
Ho abolished from the W hite House every­ 
thing th at savored of court etiquette. He 
discontinued the weekly levee and only 
received all the world on two days of the 
year, the Fourth of Ju ly and 
the first 
of January. 
He 
swept 
away at once 
the system of precedence,whicli decrees that 
the highest in rank shall m ardi at the head 
of tile procession to the dining-room. He 
laid down a few simple rules, in which con­ 
venience and propriety alone were consid­ 
ered, and nothing of the nature of rank was 
recognized. 
He refused to appoint days of 
fasting and thanksgiving on the ground 
th at to do so would be to assume at least an 
appearance of authority over religious ex­ 
ercises. 
He had it near his h eart to destroy the 
illusion which still invested government 
with something of that divinity that was 
supposed to hedge about a king. Thus lie 
firmly refused to be anything but plain 
'Eli oui as Jefferson, president of the tJuited 
States, and declined to accept any atten­ 
tion which would not have been offered 
him if be hafl been a private citizen. He 
made no official journeys, laid no corner 
stones, accepted no presents, and avoided 
deriving 
any advantage from his office 
riiich the-flaw did not expressly give him. 
Blum aha SwuRish m inister sold him HUO 


bottles 
of 
champagne 
from 
his 
pri­ 
vate 
store. 
lie 
remembered 
that 
ambassadors 
pay 
no 
duty, 
and 
be 
therefore enclosed to the collector of Phila­ 
delphia a check for the amount of the duty, 
$22.50. a fact that remained unknown until 
he had been 30 years in his grave, when the 
letter encosing tho check was accidentally 
discovered. 
At the same time he utilized 
his office to the utterm ost for the public 
advantage, causing superior domestic ani­ 
mals to be brought over from Europe and 
setting on foot those extensive surveys of 
the Western world, which led to such sur­ 
prising results, even in his own time. 
Let mo also say that, while reducing the 
governm ent to the minimum, ne was no 
advocate of public meanness. He felt both 
the injustice and the inconvenience of pay­ 
ing to men of ability lower salaries than their 
services would command in private sta­ 
tions. 
In offering a post to gentlemen em i­ 
nently fit for public employment he fre­ 
quently lamented that he was "unable to 
offer them due remuneration.” His own re­ 
m uneration was Insufficient, and the only 
fault I can find with his exquisite adminis­ 
tration of the government is that he did not 
call the attention 
of 
Congress 
to this 
lamentable defect, which caused to him ­ 
self and to his successors such acute em ­ 
barrassm ent. 
Nothing can be more un­ 
dem ocratic than to fix the compensation of 
public men on Bach a scale as to make it.im ­ 
prudent and often impossible for a poor 
man to accept high office. 
Never was there a president so favored 
by fortune as Mr. Jefferson during the first 
years of his term of service. 
Peace with 
France was completely restored soon after 
the succession of Bonaparte to supreme 
power, and thus Jefferson was enabled al­ 
most immediately to lay up all the vessels 
cl the new navy except six, and of these 
the president made at once tho most legiti­ 
m ate 
possible 
use. 
He 
sent 
four 
of 
them 
to 
the 
M editerranean 
to 
suppress tile 
piracies 
of 
the Barbary 
States, 
which 
had 
been 
preying upon 
American commerce for 20 years. 
'Hie 
United States had been paying an annual 
tribute to those barbarous powers, which 
had amounted to more than 9200,000 in 
one year. The action of the newadminis 
trution in sending armed vessels to the 
Mediterranean led to im mediate results as 
salutary as they were brilliant. 
In those 
waters 
Bainbridge, 
Decatur 
and their 
brave comrades acquired their first distinc­ 
tion, and in that service the officers were 
formed who gained the victories of 1813 
and 1814. 
While Bainbridge was in Algiers the Dey 
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ordered him to take his ship and carry an am ­ 
bassador to Constantinople, which the gal­ 
lant commander refused to do. but finding 
his vessel under the guns of the Alger- 
iene forts he at last complied under protest. 
L ater on he and Commodore Preble re­ 
turned and repaid the insult offered to 
America. 
Before the year 1801 clcsed there was 
peace also betw een France and England, 
and tho world had a brief breathing time 
after a war which had lasted since 1792. 
Jefferson was thus enabled to congratulate 
his countrymen iii his first message upon 
the cessation of hostilities, which relieved 
them at once from anxiety and from ex ­ 
pense. 
It proved to be, indeed, but a brief 
lucid interval between two deliriums: but 
what a boon it was to the United States. 
and how happily Jefferson availed himself 
of the chances it afforded! 
As soon as Napoleon Bonaparte became 
the m aster of France he determined to undo 
the work of the seven years’ w ar, during 
which France had lost 
nearly all 
her 
vast Am erican possessions, and had been 
profoundly humiliated by Great Britain, 
In pursuit of this policy he secretly wrung 
from Spain a recession of Louisiana, which 
then embraced all the unknown country 
west of the Mississippi and Missouri rivers. 
As soon as this cession w as known, the ad­ 
ministration was justly alarmed, because, 
as Jefferson said, France under Napoleon 
would he likely to hold th at country with 
a tenacious clutch. 
"There is on the globe one single spot,” 
he wrote to -Mr. Livingston, the American 
minister in France, "the possessor of which 


is our natural and habitual enemy. 
It is 
New Orleans, through which the produce 
of ihrcc-eijjiths of our territory must pass 
to m arket.” 
He made up his mind 
to 
obtain this 
indispensable possession for 
the United 
States, even al the cost of Joining the 
alliance headed by Groat Britain against 
tile domination of Bonaparte. He believed it 
to be a tiling so essential to the development 
and independence of his country that no 
honorable sacrifice was too great to make 
for it. Meanwhile. Bonaparte was organiz­ 
ing a great expedition of 3000 troops and 
3000 workmen to take possession of and 
settle Louisiana. The shins were in readi­ 
ness: tho admiral was appointed: stores 
wove on hoard, and tho time for sailing was 
appointed. Then occurred the rupture be­ 
tween France and England, which led to 
the war that finally ceased only w hen Nape* 
leon was overthrown on tho field of W ater­ 
loo. 
Nothing could exceed the excitem ent of 
the people of Kentucky upon hearing this 
intelligence, and there were grave fears at 


arter in eccentric ways. There was Eider 
John Leland of Cheshire, in Massachusetts, 
a Baptist minister, who had once been a 
neighbor of Jefferson And Madison in Vir­ 
ginia. and knew what they had done there 
for religious liberty. One Sunday, from his 
pulpit, lie invited every one present who 
owned a cow or cows to bring the whole of 
one day’s milk to a cider mill belonging to 
Captain John Brow n, a revolutionary s o l-! 
dier, to be made into 
a 
great cheese j 
for the president. 
A wonderful cheese j 
was 
the 
result 
of 
this 
m ove­ 
ment. 
1600 
pounds 
rn 
weight, 
and 
when it wasfinished Elder [.eland mounted j 
a block, gave out a hymn and finally "dedi­ 
cated” to President Jefferson tho mighty , 
Cheshire cheese, “the greatest cheese,” as I 
he remarked, "ever seen by man. either in I 
tho old world or in the new.” Elder l,e-j 
land drove it himself to Washington in Hie 
following winter on a sleigh, and it re­ 
quired three weeks to perform the journey, 
because 
every 
town 
through which it 
passed gave the great cheese a gri ak re­ 
ception, vjntil the w hole country rung with 
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W ashington of their taking the law into 
their own hands and seizing New Orleans. 
Jefferson, as much to quiet them as to pro­ 
mote his own scheme of acquiring tho 
country, despatched Jam es Monroe as a 
special envoy lo negotiate with Napoleon 
for the cession of New Orleans, midas much 
more of tho territory as ho could reasonably 
procure. 
Mr. Mon roo arrived at Paris at tho most 
fortunate possible moment, when the war 
with England was inevitable and Bonaparte 
was in pressing need of a large sum of 
money. 
In a few days Hie negotiation was 
finished and the United Estates purchased 
that magnificent domain, abounding in 
wealth m all its forms, for the sum of $15,- 
000,003. W hat a love-feast did the negotia­ 
tors enjoy when they had put their names 


tile name of Elder Iceland and his Cheshire 
cheese. 
On roaching the president’s house he pre­ 
sented the cheese in a speech suited to tho 
unique occasion, to which Mr. Jefferson 
replied. 
He sent for a knife, with which 
lie cut a huge piece out of Hie cheese, and 
requested the elder to take it back toChesh- 
ire, th at all the contributors m ight have 
a piece to taste.

was put away until the next Fourth of 
July, when the president invited a party of 
150 to a banquet under a tent in the navy 
yard, inviting b o th ‘ Doms” and "F eu s" to 
tho feast. Mr. Gallatin reports th at the 
mon of opposite parties were so em bar­ 
rassed to find themselves face to face on a 
social occasion that it half spoiled tho 
m errim ent of the 
day.

to the precious document! 
They all rose 
spontaneously to their feet, aud Mr. Liv­ 
ingston said, and trulv said: 
"W e have lived long, but this is the 
noblest work of our whole lives! 
It will 
change vast solitudes into flourishing dis­ 
tricts. 
From this day the United States 
take their place among the powers of the 
first rank. 
Tho instruments which we 
have just signed will cause no tears to be 
shed; they prepare aces of happiness for 
innumerable generations of human crea­ 
tures, worthy of the regard and care of 
Providence, in the bosom of equality, under 
just laws, freed from the errors of super­ 
stition arid bad governm ent.’' 
It ryas a noble prophecy, worthy of tho 
generous mind that made it, and we who 
are now alive already see tho beginning of 
its fulfilment. 
At the time all the world 
seemed to be pleased with tho transfer; 
Napoleon, because he had given England a 
rival; England, because so much of Napo­ 
leon’s project had failed; and the Amer­ 
ican people for reasons too obvious to re­ 
quire mention. 
A handful of Federalists, it 
is truo, still hold out and predicted un­ 
counted woes from tho acquisition of so 
much 
territory. 
These, 
however, wore 
too few in number to bo of serious account, 
and Jefferson began to fear that the oppo­ 
sition would become too weak for the good 
of tho country. 
It really seemed at one 
time as if the party iii opposition would en­ 
tirely disappear. 
In the Senate the Feder­ 
alists could count but live members, and in 
the House but tw enty-seven; so generally 
did the American people respond to the 
wise and bold measures of this incompara­ 
ble administration. 
Its popularity was the more remarkable 
because not one member of the government 
was a man of what are called popular 
talents: nor were its leading measures 
generally of the kind supposed to appeal 
strongly to the popular imagination. Jam es 
Madison of Virginia, secretary of state, was 
a plain, scholarly man. small of statute, a 
good, solid speaker, aud a worthy < itizen in 
all respects; but he was the farthest possi­ 
ble fr rn being a captivating personage. 
Albert Gallatin of Pennsylvania, though a 
native of Switzerland, was the secretary of 
the treasury, a Republican from his boy­ 
hood, but very much a man of business, and 
economical of the public money, even to 
excess. 
He, too, was destitute 
of 
the 
captivating talents of the orator. Henry 
Dearborn of Maine, secretary of war, was 
originally a physician, who was drawn aw ay 
from his profession by the battle of Lexing­ 
ton. 
He served to the very end of the revo­ 
lutionary war, and had been in public Hie 
ever since, a sterling man. fully equipped 
for his office. 
Gideon Granger of Connecti­ 
cut was postmaster general, aud Robert 
Smith of Maryland was secretary of the 
navy, both solid men of bud ness. and tho last 
people in the world to court popularity by 
personal display of any kind. Much were 
the men, aud their measures were in har­ 
mony with their character, having nothing 
to recommend them except their justice 
and their wisdom. 
Some of the people showed their appre­ 
ciation of the president’s course and char* 


clieese was served, and all found it good 
except Hie Swiss Gallatin, who was perhaps 
too good a judge of cheese to appreciate it. 
I have related this incident of tho cheese 
for the purpose of introducing a remark 
made by Albert Gallatin in a letter to his 
wife describing the banquet, which per­ 
fectly 
shows 
tho 
spirit 
of the 
man 
and 
tho 
spit it 
of 
tho 
administra­ 
tion to which he belonged. 
Some marines 
were posted as sentries to keep the people 
from pressing into the tent and making 
things disagreeable to tho guests. One of 
tho marines slightly wounded a mechanic, 
who uttered some offensive words, when he 
was ordered to fall back. 
Gallatin was 
deeply indignant a t the rash conduct of the 
soldier in thus m arring tho celebration. 
"The very sight of a bayonet,” lie wrote 
to Mrs. Gallatin, “to preserve order among 
citizens rouses my indignation. 
I never 
want to see the face of asoldier in our cities 
and intermixed with tho people.” 
And so these fortunate years rolled on. Iii 
tho spring of 1804, botli parties again nomi­ 
nated their candidates for the presidency 
and tlio vice presidency, which was accom­ 
plished as before by caucuses of members 
of Congress. 
The 
Federalist 
members, 
small in number, but fervent in spirit, 
placed in nomination General C. C. Pinck­ 
ney of South Carolina for th e presidency 
and Rufus King of New 'York for the vice 
presidency, both of them able and upright 
public men of long experiem e in polit cal 
Hie. 
As their party 
issued no platform 
of 
principles, 
we 
a ;e 
left 
to 
in­ 
fer 
from 
their 
conduct 
that 
the r 
main object was, to use the slang of modern 
days, "to turn the rascals out.” It is a 
melancholy lesson in the blinding nature of 
prejudice to lqok over the campaign docu­ 
ments of 1804. Every measure of the ad­ 
ministration was ruthlessly and indiscrimi- 
natingly assailed by the Federalists. 
W hat 
could be more obviously light than to 
change the mode of electing the president 
and vice president 
so th at each voter 
could 
designate which 
of 
tho 
candi­ 
dates 
he 
favored 
for 
the 
first office 
and which for tho second. But even tiffs 
measure was opposed at every stage of its 
progress, aud finally carried by a strict 
party vote. 
The acquisition of Louisiana, 
without which the United States would 
have been dependent upon a foreign power 
for access to the ocean by Hit? Western 
rivers, even this had few defenders among 
the Federalists. 
Many of them denounced 
it in a manner which now merely amuses 
us from its inordinate violence. I conclude, 
therefore, that the Federalists had but a 
single object: to get possession of the gov­ 
ernment anc^convert it again into an organ 
of repression. 
Tho Republican caucus was hold in Wash­ 
ington, Feb. 25, 1804, the call being ad­ 
dressed to “the Republican members of 
both houses of Congress.” Mr. Jefferson 
was nominated for re-election without a 
d ssentlng voice. 
But when it came to a 
vote for the vice presidency a difference of 
opinion became im mediately manifest, in 
the natural course of events Aaron Burr 
would have been nominated for re-election 
to the vice presidency. 
He had performed 


the duties of the office, especially his presi­ 
dency of the Senate, with adignity ami fair­ 
ness which were admitted both by friend 
and foe. 
Nevertheless, not one vote was 
cast in the caucus for his continuance in tho 
office. Those years, so prosperous and so 
fortunate ,or bis party aud his chief, had 
proved disastrous to him. Tile encl with 
Hamilton, readers must remember, had 
not yet been fought. That oc« lined on the 
lith of July, 1804. 
Tile true causes of his failure to hold his 
own in the Democratic party eau scarcely 
bo given in the brief space to which we are 
here confined, lie was no true Democrat. 
Ile had no faith in tho duration of a system 
of government by tho people. There was 
not in him the stuff out of which a Demo­ 
cratic statesman could he made. 
Then 
again, the rapidity of his rise had offended 
and estranged the families and factions 
who had been long predominant in the 
State 
of 
New 
York. 
Nor 
did 
the 
Virginians 
des re 
to 
see 
him 
follow 
Mr. Jefferson iu 
the 
presidency. 
This 
feeling 
on 
their 
part 
was 
not 
a 
p itiful desire 
to monopolize the higher 
offices of the government. 
It grew out of a 
conviction, which events have justified, that, 
Aaron Burr was not, and Jam es Madison 
was, the proper person to take the govern 
ment after the retirement of Jefferson to 
Monticello. Burr, oil his part, had taken his 
measures in time. 
Comprehending the sit­ 
uation, he withdrew from Hie contest, and 
ran for the governorship of New York in 
the spring of 1804, with a view to starting 
afresh as an independent power in polities— 
a satellite no more, 
He was defeated, 
fie 
challenged Hamilton, the immediate cause 
of his defeat, and both of them, as has been 
often said, fell at M eehawken. 
The favorite candidate of the Democratic 
caucus for tho vice presidency was ex-Gov- 
ernor George Clinton of New York, who re­ 
ceived t>7 votes. John Breckenridge had 20 
votes : Levi Lincoln, 9 ; John Langdon, 75 
Gideon Granger, 4, aud Samuel Maelay, I. 
George Clinton therefore became tho cand!-

date. and the fit candidate, for ho was a 
Whig of tho revolution and stalw art for 
equal rights. The caucus issued no plat form 
of principles. 
President Jefferson himself 
hail given one in hie first inaugural, the 
very words 
of 
which 
liavo 
engraved 
themselves dei ply upon the minds of his 
countrymen, and have now’ become part and 
parcel of the literature of Democracy. 
"Equal and exact justice to all men of 
whatever state or persuasion, religious or 
political. 
"Peace, commerce and honest friendship 
with all nations; entangling alliances with 
none. 
"The support of tho State governments in 
all their rights as the most competent ad­ 
ministrations for our domestic concerns and 
tile surest bulwarks against anti-repuhli- 
can tendencies. 
"The preservation of the general govern­ 
ment in its whole constitutional vigor, as 
the sheet anchor of our peace at home aud 
saieiy abroad. 
"A jealous care of tho right of election by 
Hic people, a mild and sale corrective of 
abuses which are lopped by the sword of 
revolution where peaceable remedies are 
unprovided. 
Absolute acquiescence in tho decisions of 
tho majority, tho vital principle of 
re­ 
publics, from which there is no appeal but 
to force, the vital principle aud immediate 
parent of despotism. 
"A well disciplined militia, our hest re­ 
liance n peace aud for tho first moments of 
war. till regulars may relieve them. 
"The supremacy of the civil over the 
military authority, 
"Econom y in the public expense, that 
labor may be lightly burd* lied, 
"The honest payment of our debts and 
sacred preservation of the public faith. 
"Jlncouragem eiit of agriculture and of 
commerce as its handmaid. 
’T h e diffusion of information anil the ar 
raignment of all abuses at the bur of public 
reason. 
"Freedom of religion, freedom of the 
press, freedom of person, under the pro­ 
tection of the habeas corpus, and trial bv 
juries impartially selected.” 
Those were the principles of the Demo­ 
cratic party in J 804, from which there has 
never been any departure which did not 
lead to disaster. 
The election took place in November. The 
triumph of the Republican candidates was 
brilliant beyond tho most sanguine expecta­ 
tions. 
Only 
three 
States—Connecticut, 
Maryland and Delaware—gave a majority 
lo Pinckney and King, 14 electoral votes in 
all. 
All the other States, including Ohio, 
the one newly admitted, gave majorities for 
Jefferson and Clinton. The electoral vote 
stood 102 to 14. 
In his second inaugural 
Jefferson congratulated Hie people upon the 
result of Hie election, as affording proof 
that Hie abuse of a party press could not 
prevail against an administration which 
bad no aim but to use the powers confided to 
it iii the spirit of Hie Constitution. It had now 
been fully demonstrated “that freedom of 
discussion, una ged by power, is sufficient 
for Hie propagation aud protection of Hut ii.” 
Mr. Jefferson’s second term, which began 
so auspiciously, was neither as peaceful nor 
as fortunate as his first. 
Aaron Burr, after 
his failure as a politician, with two indict­ 
ments for murder hanging over his head, 
presided in the Senate once more with all 
his old suavity and grace. Congress gave 
him the usual parting gill*-the franking 
privilege—for life. He could have resumed 
his law practice in New Yol k but for his 
debts, winch were numerous and large. His 
circumstances and his disordered ambition 
led him to embrace a project of conquering 
Mexico and wresting it from Spain, with 
the aid of Great Britain, then at war with 
Spain, 
lf lie was not in person a traitor to 
his country he appears to have endeavored 
to seduce American soldiers from fidelity to 
their flag. 
A proclamation from the presi­ 
dent of the United States shattered his 
scheme and brought him to ti ial at Rich­ 
mond for high treason, Chief Justice Mar­ 
shall presiding. 
On technical giounds he 
was acquitted, left the country aud for 
years became a wanderer in Europe. 
This was hut an episode. The chief diffi­ 
culty of Mr. Jefferson’s second term was to 
avoid being drawn into the war between 
England and Napoleon, whicli had now 
readied its m aximum of extent and fero­ 
city. 
Both 
powers trespassed upon Hie 
rights of 
neutrals, but the violation of 
those rights by m users of the British navy 
was carried to a poi lit beyond endurance. 
At length occurred the unparalleled out­ 
rage in Chesapeake hay, where the British 
ship Leopard poured broadsides into the 
American frigate Chesapeake at a moment 
when it was impossible she should return 
the fire. Three men were killed, !8 were 
wounded, and four sailors charged with 
desertion from the British navy \vore taken 
away, one of whom was hanged and three 
pardoned on condition of their returning to 
the British service. 
”1 had only to open my hand,” wrote Jef­ 
ferson. "and let havoc loose.” 
His prompt demand for redress was almost 
as promptly m et by the British govern­ 
ment. 
Partial reparation was made, and a 
formal apology transm itted; but as the out­ 
rages were 
not discontinued. 
Jefferson 
made one last attempt to keep the peace by 
inducing Congress to pass the Embargo 
A ctof 1807, which suspended commerce 
with Great Britain, ami thus kept Ameri­ 
can vessels safe at home. 
His object was, 


as It*' said. "to introduce between nations 
another umpire than arms.” 
Tho commercial States however, whose 
lucrative business with the belligerents 
w a s;hun brought to a stand, could not rise 
to the height of the President’s sublime 
policy, and ceaseless attem pts were made 
to evade the act. frequently with success. 
It did indeed postpone the war, and I have 
long cherished tho belief that if Thomas 
Jefferson had been elected to a third term, 
as he might, his benignity and firmness, 
seconded bv the great hold he hail of the 
masses of the people, would have enabled 
the country bi avoid the war of I8 l 2 with 
honor ann with safety. 
Tho embargo lasted until the end of 
his term, when the problem had to be 
taken in hand by Jam es Madison, am ati 
less fitted to cope with it and loss able to 
restrain tho impetuosity of tho younger 
school qf Democrats, I ke Clay and Calhoun, 
w o were strenuous to ra declaration of war. 
March t, 1805, Mr. Jefferson surrendered 
tho place which ho had so greatly filled to 
his neighbor, friend and d soiple, Jam es 
Madison, carrying with him into retirement 
undiminished the centi ence and affection 
of the party which bad elected him. 
He 
left the ortico cruelly embarrassed with 
debt, 
because 
iii 
tho peculiar circum 
stances of 
Washington 
he 
had 
been 
compelled to keep open house, while tho in­ 
come from his estate had been reduced two- 
thuds by hts own embargo. The only serious 
fault. I repeat, that I can find with lits ad­ 
ministration is that he did not frankly t ke 
the people into his confidence on them atter 
of salaries, and show them how undemo­ 
cratic it was to fix tho salaries of great 
places at such rates that only rich mon can 
accept them . If this was a neglect of duty 
in him, ho paid a bitter expiation in 17 
years of torturing embarrassments and final 
rum.

The cost of 
living hero is said to be 17 nor cont,, higher. 
The London printer finds his union, the 
London Society of Compositors, a shield 
against many of the revel sea of life.

keens the wolf from tile door if he is out of 
w ork; it provides for him when he gets too 
old to labor: it assists Ii m to go to that pait 
of the country where the demand for his 
labor is the greatest: it pays the doctor, and 
undertaker iii case of death, either of him­ 
self or wile; it furnishes him with a library 
for his spare hours, and w th a lawyer if he 
needs legal aid iii trade matters. It. does all 
this in audition to Hie task of keeping up 
th escaleo f pi* ces. 
It is. in brief, savings 
bank, defender and friend. 
E. G. Bourne, tutor of political economy 
at Yale, lately iii a lecture made Hie fol­ 
lowing statem ents; “It war in the fifteenth 
century that there began to arrive between 
workmen and their employ os disturbances 
which could not be ad jut ted as had formerly 
been done, by personal intervention; awd it 
was at this period that s'rik cs and lockouts 
were first known. Only a little later than 
th s, Hie genera organization of journeymen 
became common. 
Tho capitalists of those 
days soon found it necessary to have some 
unity of action on their part on account of 
the growing strength of Hie labor organiza­ 
tions. , Tim result of this was tho formation 
of capitalists’ .societies or, as we now term 
them, trusts. These associations were fre­ 
quently at war on trade m atters, and one of 
the primary and principal matters in dis­ 
pute was in regard to Hie jurisdiction of 
these laborers’ societies 
over their own 
offenders,” This seems to be tho same old 
trouble in the building trades of tins city. 


Curious Leap Y ear Legislation* 
[f'olmnbun Dispatch.] 
Judge Yaple of Cincinnati was in the Sen­ 
ate Cli am lier today, and induced Mr, Mashie 
to introduce a bill which provides that-for 
legal purposes Feb. 28 and 29 shall tie 
looked upon as one day, 'I ho bill is of con­ 
siderable importance to bankers and mer­ 
chants generally, for there is a doubt as to 
whether they art or are not legally one day 
and should com mercial paper be protested 
i ne day too soon or too late the protest 
would be worthless. 
In tho twenty-first 
year of the reign of Henry IIL of England 
a law was enacted making the two days 
one. and it m ight be held that this is a part 
of the common law, which is tile funda­ 
mental law of ail tim bt,aes of the Union 
except Louisiana, that State having in­ 
herited the remnants of tile old Roman law 
from France. 
Pennsylvania and Indiana 
have decided th at this is a part of the com­ 
mon law’, and New York 50 years ago en­ 
acted a statute making Hie two days one in 
a legal sense. 
In order to settle all doubt 
and preclude the possibility of an appeal 
on such a poult Judge Yaple’s bill was in­ 
troduced.

At the Temple Ada th Israel last week 
Rabbi Solomon Schindler delivered

taking as his subject "Reformed Judaism . 
aud Abraham Geiger, the Reformer.” Ho 
said, iii substance: 
There has never been a social reformer 
who would not have wished that the mo­

Alt social reformers may bedivideu, I 
like maniacs, into two classes: tine that 
would destroy evt rything in order to build 
up a new society upon the mins of the oh!

of all their actions, are following them into 
their solitude.

find it expressed unmistakably upon every 
page of Jewish literature that the Jews 
considered themselves a nation of pr est . 
that is, a privileged obis* which must keep 
itself away from contact witn other nation-. 
And so it actually happen d ; the Jews 
sought happiness in their seclusion 
They 
would pres rve what they called their re­ 
vealed truth against contamination ny .sur­ 
rounding 
it 
with 
strong 
walls, 
and 
tim 
world 
learned 
to 
look 
at 
them 
as 
upon 
strangers. 
For 
more 
than 
21 WX) 
years 
we 
behold 
tin* gap tx-tween Judaism ami the world if 
not widening, at least remaining the same 
as over, Christianity and Mahometanism 
treating tin- descendants of Israel as strang­ 
ers, ami the Jew s building up walls upon 
walls b tween themselves and their neigh­ 
bors. 
Even today idigion moans with a 
great many nit rely the signs of distinction 
between one sect and the other, and tho 
fear is always expressed th at with these 
distinguishing marks 
all 
religion, 
and 
especially Judaism, would bo swept out of 
existence, People generally do not take 
into account Hie fact th at if a religious 
truth is not sir ii 
enough to p rated itself 
and needs an artifii tai safeguard, it is not 
worthy to be protected. 
When at the dawn of Hie present century 
all social conditions underwent so radical a 
change; when, impelled by the inventive 
genius of our age. these changes followed 
more rapidly than ever before in the his­ 
tory of humanity, men arose in israel who 
thought that Judaism wigs strong enough to 
hold its own on tho battlefield of life and 
needed no longer a protecting seel uai veness. 
They bogan to 
Ila ti c r D ow n th o W alts 
• 
which previous generations had built up 
around it, trusting to tho force of truth to 
protect itself. They called themselves "re­ 
form ers," and the m erit of their work con- 
-ists m ainly in that they destroyed Hie 
wails which had been built up in the past; 
that they 
uprooted the old landmarks 
and th at they endeavored to wipe out all 
signs ot distinctions bet Wien the Jew and 
Ins fellow citizens. These reformers have 
been and are still accused of having do 
stroyod without building up, of having 
taken away without giving in return, and 
they, on their part, have generally pro­ 
tested against such a charge. 
Lot us lie 
frank; the reform movement has so far 
only destroyed and not built up, and instead 
of avoiding tho issue it. ought to fae • it 
manfully 
It was sufficient that men grew 
up who and the courage to tear down all 
tho-o barriers by which tho Jew had de 
nrived himself of the enjoyment of life, 
lilicrty and happiness, and to leave the 
growth of the now plant to tho care of Him 
who governs the universe, who causes new 
woi bls to form, as well as the blade of grass 
to grow. 
The reform movement began in Germany, 
aud its nature was three-fold 
it was social, 
t touched the ritual, ami it extended oven 
to doctrines which so far had been consid­ 
ered fundamental. The initiatory steps of 
the curly reformers wore of a social nature. 
The Jew was told to shear off' Ids long 
beard and hair. to dress like tho rest of peo­ 
ple. to talk an intellig blo language, to 
change his taste, in accordance with tho de­ 
mands ot the time, to modernize his oriental 
idea* in regard to tho relation of th e lire 
sexes. 
A great deal has been said iii praise 
of tho Jewish family lifo; with pride we 
have pointed to tho puritv of morals, to 
Hie 
eon agal 
and 
filial 
love 
whicli 
have be* ii tho b ilg in g of 
tho Jewish 
home aud to tile inspected position which 
the Jewish woman, 
bo 
it 
as mother, 
daughter or sister, has been apportioned 
t herein. 
I shall not take an iota from the 
general truth of these assertions, but in 
order to lie just we must also allow that 
these fortunate conditions w ere not an effect 
of the freedom and equality granted to tim 
Jewish women by .lowish 
legislation or 
customs. Tho fem*'nine sex, as a rule, was 
considered inferior to the masculine gender. 
The male 
Israelite thanked God every 
morning that He had not created him a 
woman. 
Women had no right to decide tor 
Hmm elves in the most important affairs 
of lifer they were given in m arriage bv 
their parents sometimes 
to men whom 
rimy had 
never seen 
before. 
At their 
wedding day their hair was dipped, arid 
they were not allowed to 
let 
It 
grow 
again. Girls received no religious instruc- 
t o n save thai which their mothers gave 
thorn in regard to the preparation of food 
allowed to lie eaten. 
While 
boys were 
in.Hated iuto tim religion of their fathers 
at their thirteenth birthday* girls were not. 
Women had to occupy a separate gallery ii 
the synagi gee, and while a I oy of 13 years 
was counted os one of the lo persons re­ 
quired for the performance of public wor­ 
ship, Iii- grandmother, mother and older 
sisters were excluded. 
In a word, a sem­ 
blance of 
T h e O rien tal H arem 
had still been preserved by the .Jews of the 
Occident, and this piece of orientalism had 
now to go 
Tho reformers placed women 
on tho same footing with m en; they en­ 
couraged them to wear their own hair atter 
m arriage; tliov offend them religious in­ 
structions, and one of the first innovations 
was that also girls should bo "confirmed” 
the same as were boys, at the age of 13 or 
14 years. The separate gallery for women 
in the synagogues was done away with aud 
the husband and father was permitted to 
take his wife and daughter into Hie same 
lieu with him. 
If this soc .al reform should be lasting and 
bring for Cli Hie desired fruit, it was ne ce -- 
Bary that the Jew should worship Ins God 
iii a manner whicli should make him less 
consp cuorts. and would be more in accord­ 
ance with the taste of tho tune. The re­ 
form movement introduced an orgau and a 
choir of boys, it curtailed the prayer t ook 
and 
substituted 
hymns 
and 
praye s 
iii 
the 
vernacular 
for 
Hebrew 
ones. 
One 
rabbi 
excluded 
one 
prayer, 
the 
other 
another, 
but, 
as 
a 
rule, 
they were all too timid to throw aside the 
whole prayer book and in titute simul­ 
taneous prayers, 
'They could not yet tear 
themselves from the idea that a man was 
obliged to rehearse a certain amount of 
prayers, nor bad they tho courage to do en­ 
tirely .away with a language which nobody 
save-scholars had time aud inclination to 
study. After many years and many strug­ 
gles another piece of orientalism was abol­ 
ish! d. viz.; the custom of praying with 
covered heads. 
W hen tire reformers began to remodel 
the order of religious service they could u t 
licht falling uto a snare. They endeavored 
to build up. but instead of creating some- 
tilin goiigiual they copied the services of 
their Christ an neighbors, and whereas the 
reform movement took its firmest root iii 
tile Protestant north of 
Germany, 
the 
Jewish reform worship imitated taut of the 
Protestant 
church. 
In 
tho 
Protestant 
church the preaching of tim gospel, the 
sermon, was the principle tiling; Hie reform 
introduced, therefore, tao sermon as the 
central 
point 
of 
every 
service 
and 
transformed the rabbi 
into a preacher, 
who soon learned to copy his prototype. 
The pulpit is no Jewish institution, it is 
copied from tho Christian 
church, and 
though ii is yet young iii Israel it lins 
changed already into Hie genuine Jewish 
article, the "platform ” Tho reform move­ 
ment could riot remain, on a standstill for 
any length of time, nor could it confine it­ 
self to a remodeling of the service; it nat­ 
urally permeated tire wiioio system and 
finally reached tho interior department, 
lf 
toe Jew was to be a cosmopolitan, if he was 
to love tile country in which he lived, if ha 
was 
to 
take 
an 
active 
part 
in all 
it-i 
enterprises, 
he 
could 
no 
longer 
dream 
of 
a 
messiah. 
nor 
of 
a 
country of his own. 
The belief in a mes­ 
siah and in a restoration fell ‘flatly to the 
ground, aint was tor some tune artitictaiiv 
replaced t y Hie hope ii a messianic < ra, i. 
e„ in a time when all nations would reach 
Hie ultim ate goal of happ ness and would 
be united in th * bonds of brotherly love 
nuder Hie universal government of Israel s 
( iod. 
Israel’s mission was. under these con­ 
ditions. to work with all its might for the 
realization of this hope.

W hether it was voluntary or involuntary I 
will not decide, but he was successful in 
copying Hie solemn ways of his models ad­ 
mirably.

[Us profound scholarship has made him att 
authority in many questions of historical 
importance, and the Jew s could point with 
ast pride to him as one of their most intel- 
I gent leaders, who was ablo to defend their 
religion with weapons taken from the ar­ 
mory of reason. 
Tile reform m ovem ent was succored not 
only by the intelligence of the tim e, but 
also by a sentiment which 
stands still 
higher than intelligence, viz.: by charity. 
Not sooner had the J* ws at the beginning 
of our century passed through the ordeal 
wh ch I described in my last lecture, not 
sooner had they learned that they could 
find in purified Judai-m all the liberty of 
action and all the happiness which they 
desired, not sooner had they found them ­

Christianity

A gentleman wears a coat (sacque) closely 
buttoned to the neck, with long stockings 
and low shoes. 
The common man dispenses 
with Hie coat, stockings and shoes. The 
woman generally allows the "panooug” to 
hang tike a pdtjToat. and wraps about her 
breast a gird’ 
leaving the upper part of 
the besom and shoulders entirely bare, am i 
none wear shoes. 
-Many of the working 
women dispense with the girdle entirely. 
The great mass of people, even in the city, 
go barelegged and barefooted. This is unit 
versal in tin* country. 
Tim women aep ared to be industrious, 
and perform much more than half the 
work. 
'l lie men are lazy, and with the ex- 
ception of fishing appear to ire willing to 
leave Hic women to earn the broad. 
All aro 
inveterate gamblers, and one rarely sees 
a gambling-house, of which there arc .t 
great many, otherwise titan full. 
They are 
entirely open to the street, canal or riv er/ 
and at night are distinguished by their 
many light*. 
I was told the King would gladly lessen 
the number of these gambling places, hut) 
could not dispense with the revenue they 
bring in. The inveterate habit for gam bling 
is Hie cause of a large par* of the peopled 
slavery. I hey s. ti their children and them ! 
selves to get trinds for its gratification. 
H ie w Jy Chinese monopolize the gam* 
bling houses, as. indeed, they do nearly ail 
the avenues of wealth and near y all kinds 
of business winch 
require industry and 
skill. 
Bangkok has over 80,009 of these 
people, many of whom have acquired large 
fortunes 
and hold prominent 
posit.oust 
They are tile business men and the cooks 
f<«r the Europeans who live here, ana to my 
surprise the waiters in the prince’s d in in g 
room wore pigtails.

It is cus­ 
tom ary for clergym en co inveigh against 
th e tim es in w hich w e Rye because there is 
“so m uch more crim e than there used to 
b e.’' It is said th at elopin g is more frequent, 
th at defaulters are more num erous, that 
accidents attributable to carelessness are 
m ore com m on. W ell, now, in the first place, 
th e 
population of 
th e 
globe 
has 
in­ 
creased 
very 
largely, 
so 
that 
there 
w ould 
naturally 
be 
more 
defaulters, 
m ore accidents, more elopem ents, but IS 
th ere a greater proportion, that is the ques­ 
tion, tod ay than in other tim es? W hen there 
w ere four persons in th e garden of Eden. 
th ere was one murder, And, judged from a 
gtrictly scriptural point of view , when there 
w ere but tw o persons there was one naughty 
girl, and it w ould be pre ty tough if in these 
days every fourth individual w as a m ur­ 
derer. and tougher yet if half tho popula­ 
tion w ere given to practices that could not 
be tolerated, forgiven or condoned. 
A fair 
explanation of the apparent grow th, th e ap­ 
parent increase, is found, therefore, first, in 
Die vastly greater num ber of people living, 
and second in th e gossipy tendency of the 
press, w hose rise, 
progress and present 
status are 
som ething phenom enal from 
w h atever point of view you regard them 
to spread abroad evil t.d.ngs. 
W hy is it?

ories of m isdeeds? Do they like to think 
M a n d r e l holier than others.’ 
Is there. 
Some subtle charm about w ickcdne-s? Is 
■ a fact that w om en court the attention* of 
0k<i m en. and m en pay hom age at the 
jlirin eo f fallen w om en? 
W hat is it th at best draws crowds to our 
theatres? 
Long years ago m elodram a and tragedy 
shared popular favor w ith farce and low 
com edy. Ten vears ago, w hat was w ell 
styled the adulterous drama, th e French 
school of com edy, 
d h id ed 
popular ap- 
provaj w ith undraped burlesque. Today 
cornu; operas of the “Erm in e'' type, and 
farcical O] erettas of the “A donis” cla-s. 
aud silly frivolities like the 
"Tin Soldier” 
and a “ Bunch o f K eys." 
contest 
with 
society dramas such as "dim. th e P enm an” 
and "H enrietta” for suprem acy. 
It is im possible to discuss th e question of 
Shakespearian revivals, because there is 
no such thing.

T h e Duke of A rgyle understood his tiusi 
ness. 
A\ hen in Scotland, w here everybody 
breakfasted, dined and supped on o tm eal. 
un til a universal itch spread throughout 
th e kingdom , be erected

against w hich th e H ighland k id d os and 
lassies relieved their exasperated skins,and 
so it is w ith newspapers. F inding that the 
oatm eal of en vy on w hich the people have 
gorged them selves has outworked on the 
social coiporosity in the guise of an itch for 
notoriety, the newspapers furnish the posts 
w ith w hich relief is obtained.
